Phe hierarchy Were the real parties in these 
test cases and Messrs. S. H. Blake and 
D' Alton McCarthy were pitted against each 
other, the latter, of course, representing 
the city of Winnipog. 


Kejoloing in Manitoba. 

Wiynirea, Aug, 1.— There was great 
rejoicing in Government circles Saturday 
upon receipt of information that the Privy 
Council of England had given a decision 
favorable to the province in the celebrated 
Separate School case, 

Joseph Martin, who with D’Alton Mc- 
Carthy appeared for the Governmeut, cabled 
Premier Greenway as follows: *‘ Strong 
judgment in our favor. Adopting our argu- 
ments, and controverting the Supreme Court 
on every point. Congratulations on the 
double event,” 

Leaders of Government party in their 
enthusiasm have alrendy seb on foot a 
scheme to give Martin a big reception on 
his return to Winnipeg. 

Commenting on sthe decision Saturday, 
The Tribune, the Government organ, says: 
“There is only one more possible danger 
to national schools now remaining. Quebec 
newspapers have already been demanding 
remedial legislation, It will be well for 
them to pacity their emotions. The people 
of Manitoba are free and are determined to 
remain free, We willnever submitto hayeSir 
John Thompson force on us the will of the 
hierarchy. Further, we do notethink that 
the people of Ontario will endure to have 
their representatives ot Ottawa shirk 
theirduty in such a manner. There is 
every probability that Sir John Thompson 
ference with Manitoba. National schools 
are now safer than ever.” 


As Viewed in Ottawa, 

Orrawa, Aug. 1,— Sir John Thompson 
declined to express any opinion upon the 
decision of the Imperial Privy Council in 
the Manitoba school case until the full text 
ofthe judgment had reached here. The 
impression prevails that the Dominion Goy- 
erament will ask the Dominion Parliament 
to provide remedial legislation as provided 
for in the constitution.

A SERPENT IN THE SKY. 








Strange VPhene » Seen By Captain 
Thompson of the Trivacria, 


New York, Aug. 1,—One of the strang- 
est phenomena ever witnessed at sea was 
described Satucday by Captain Thomson 
of the Anchor Liner Trinacria. It was in 
brief an earthquake shock at sea on July 
15; followed by the appearance in the sky 
of a huge fiery serpent, which stretched 
from the zenith to thehorizon. 

The bowt was in latitude 41 deg. 28 min., 
longitude 65 degrees south of Cape Sable, 

Av earthquake shock from the northwest 
was felt at 7 o'clock in the evening. 

The vibration caused the pilot 
treinble, but tho sea 





boat to 
remained calm. The 
shock was unmistakably that of an earth- 
quake, 

Hardly had the shock subsided when ao 
streak of light was seen extending from the 
zenith to the northwest horizon in the form 
ofa huge serpent. The reptile gradually 
tapered from: the head, which appeared to 
be reared high in the air, to the tail near 
the horizon. It lasted for more than three- 
quarters of an hour and then gradually dis- 
appeared 

The serpentine form in the sky lasted 
aboutan hour and then gradually faded. 
Capt Thomson saia-he had never seen any- 
thing like it before,

High County Constable Johnson at Char- 
lotte—A Suspect Makes Good His Escape. 


If there Js one mad man In Belleville to- 
day {b is High Oonstable Johoson. Be- 
tween losing a prisoner at Oharlotte, N.Y., 
yesterday morning, and a close chance of 
belng mobbed by the people and arrested 
by the police, he seems to have no love for 
the Stars and Stripes. Haviog telegraphed 
and written the polloe of that towa to look 
up and arrest Dan Shannon, one of the 
Frankford suspects, boarding at an hotel 
there, he went over on Saturday evening. 
Arriving yesterday morning he wend Im- 
mediately in farce of the chief of pollce 
who, when found, declared there was no 
such man there and had nob been. John- 
son then went back to bed. Inthe mworn- 
ing feeling dry he went across to a saloon 
for a cup of coflee, If nothing stronger. As 
he entered the saloon he saw two men Ina 
corner one of whom dropped his head thus 
causing suspicion, he turned and looked at 
him when the man stepped out on the slde- 
walk, Heat once suspected tb was Dan, 
bub having cut moustache, changed his 
clothes he was uncertain until he spoke to 
him, When he was convinced, he asked 
him {n the saloon, having no authority to 
hold or arrest him, lf he would go back 
without extradition, he thought he would, 
The constable turned to whisper for some 
person to go for the police when a ‘‘pal” 
stepped between thebwosnd Dan madeadash 
for Itberty bursting chrough a glass door 
into the street. The constable took after 
him and chased him through back yards, 
emptying his revolver by firing over the 
head of the escaping prisoner, tn the hope 
of frightening him and bringlog him back, 
bat did notsucceed, The affalr caused con- 
siderable excitement In the vicinity, as a 
number who had nob seen the prisoner 
escape were under the impression that the 
pollce were endeavoring to kill a mad dog. 
A policeman wanted to arrest the High Oon- 
stable and would no doubt have done so 
had he not shown a warrant which he had 
for the fugitive. He satisfied the police 
that all was right, but the mob which had 
gathered were cot so easily satisfied, one 
man declaring that the constable had been 
firlog at him. The matter has been left fn 
the hands of the pollce and no doubt 
Shannon will soon be paptured.

The Largest Warship Afloat. 


Satisfactory Trial Trip of the Latest Addl. 
tion to the Royal Navy—é 
Floating Fortrosr. 
Lonpon, Joly 27.—The cflicial trial trip 
of H. M., S. **Royal Sovereign,’ the largest 


| 


war veseel iu the world, tock placa reoently | 


with many of the cfli‘era of the English 
navy on board. The ship was tested afior 
belng completely coaled, with all her main 
and auxillary armaments In place, and 
therefore practically ready fur sea. As 
compared with the heaviest troncleds of 
France and ltaly the ‘‘Royal Soverelgn” 
far exceeds In displacement and speed any 
of the veimels belonging to these natlons, 
and in the opinion of the leadiny forelgn 
engineering authorities is a marvel of ms- 
rine construction and engineering. 

This recent /addition to the naval force of 
Great Britaln was condtrocted ab Ports- 
mouth, and Js 380 feet in length, 75 feet Iu 
breadth, and of a displacewent of 14,150 
tons. Like all the battle ships of the pres 
eat day, there are twin screws with two 
sets of main engines. They were designed 
to {Indicate 9,000 horse-power with natural 
draught, and 13,000 {ndicated horse-power 
with forced draught. There are in additlon 
powerful hydrau\ic machinery for working 
the gan platforms, and duplicete acta of en- 
gines for handling the barbettes. 

The armament conslats of four 67.ton 
134-Inch guns, mounted tn two barbettes, 
placed fore and aft; ten of the new 6 Inch 
quick-firlog gans, and twenty five 6 pound 
er, 3 pounder and machine guns. The pro- 
jectiles for the large guns welgh 1250 
pounds, and the loading Is done by hy- 
draullo power entirely. A prom{nent fea. 
tore is the high speed at which every item 
of the machinery {is deslgned to work, and 
the consequent swiftness of fire that Is ob- 
talned. The turbdlng engines, for example, 
are fifty per cent. more powerful than those 
{n other vessels, and the breech mechan- 
fam, ammunition lifts and rammers all work 
with enhanced rapidity. 1b ls expscted 
that there will be no difijoulty In maintain- 
ing a fire from each barbette of two rounda 
every two minutes. Tho Gioch rapld fir 
log gans are of an improved design, and 
were specially bullb to use the new ammu 
nition, cordite. The 67-ton guns are each 
36 feet long. 

Darlpg the three boars ran the vessel 
made a speed of 181 knots, the collected 
moan Indicated horse: power belng 13.312 
or 312 above the contract. 

The regulation called for a full powo 
trial for four hours, but during the Jasb hour 
the tube ends began to leak, and the tests 
were brought to aclose.

Among other villages completely ob- 
lilerated was that of Tokekam, famed for 
its beauty and wealth. 

Frightful Loss« of Life, 

The loss of life is something frightful, 
but no accurate estimate of it can yot he 
made. Some place it as high as 10,000, 

The captain of a ship which took as- 
sistance to the sufferers says that 10,000 is 
not too high a figure as ap estimate of the 
number of dead. 

A thousand bodies have been picked up on 
the shore and many were found floating in 
the sea, 

The alarm reached Ternate and the 
Netherlands warship Zeemtraw was -im- 
mediately despatched, while from Mendena 
the British steamer Hex 
to render assistance aud carry supplies, 

The whole island is completely devastat- 
ed, and although the violent eruption has 
veased volumes ofsmoke areatrising, accom- 
panied by steam and ashes. ;

Four men were 
killed aud several men and two women were 
severely injured. 


Riots In the Cholera Distrleta. 

Sr. Perenspune, Aug. 2—From letters 
received here it is learnod that the natives, 
believing that doctors were poisoning pa- 
tients who were sullering from cholera, be- 
came greatly excited and determined to 
putan end to the murderous practices 
Five thousand of theenatives suddenly in- 
vaded the Russian quarters of the town of 
Tashkend and attacked and wrecked the 
rosidence of Deputy-Gioyernor Poutinstsoff, 
who was killed by the mob. A body of 
troops was hurried to the scene of the 
attack and opened fire ou the natives, kill- 
ing several of them 

Tho character of the struggle may be 
imagined when itis known that 60 of the 
natives were killed that hundreds of 
them were wounded, many of them most 
grievously ait suffered 
heavily, 15 being killed and tnany wounded. 

Tt is feared that there may be a renewal 
of the troubles. ‘The troops ave being rein- 
forced, and « vorytiing being done ta put 
a sutmary and olfectual end to farther up-

Au Applivation for a Receivership Alarms 
Its Mombers. 

New: Yor«, Aug. 2.—The members of 
tho Order of the Iron Hall in this city are 
greatly exercised over the announcement 
that an application was made on Friday in 
the Superior Court, Indianapolis, for the 
appointment of a receiver, on the ground 
that the organization is insolvent. 

The feature of the application that 
caused most apprehension was the one 
making serious charges of irregularity 
against Freoman Somerby of Philadelphia, 
who is supreme justice and apparently the 
executive head of the organization. 

Ho is charged with a wilful misappro- 
priation of the funds, with altering the 
books, and with taking at least $50,000 0 
year for his private traveling expenses. 

He is also charged with failing to call a 
meeting of the Supreme Council for some 
years past, and with forcing an increase of 
his salary from $5000 to $10,000.

CLIMATE AND FOOD. 


The Two Nations 


Things Which Make 
Just What They Are. 

In the structure of his teeth and the or- 

yans of digestion, man more closcly resem- 
Fies his nearer relatives of the ape and mon 
key tribe, who are than he 
does his more distant is, the 
vora. Yet there are differences of structure 
which clearly s¢ parate him from the former 
as well as the latter class, and which ju atify 
us in ranking as orniverous, and 
adaptable in his dietetic habits to varying 
conditions of climatic and social environ- 
ment. If any ea needed for 
further scientific rebuttal of the extreme 
vegetarian view it may be found in the uni 
versal experience of the race. The further 
back we go in human history, the nearer we 
approach, apparently, not a condition of 
pure vegetarianism, but on the contrary a 
more general and universal use of animal 
food. 

Men were hunters and fishermen before 
they adopted a pastoral or agricultural life, 
living almost exclusively upon the products 
of the chase and the resources of the sea, In 
the ancient ‘kitchen middens” of Europe 
and America, mingled with the shells and 
bones of fish, we find animal and sometimes 
even human bones, on which the marks of 
human teeth clearly reveal the uses to 
which they were put. And if we assume 
before this stage of human evolution a social 
or unsocial state, when men lived exclusive- 
ly on the products of the soil, an assump- 
tion which has no warrant in the Rceemal ba 
testimony of archeology or history, we 
must imagine the condition of man then to 
have been similar to that of the Digger In- 
dian, or certain of the hill tribes of Hin- 
dostan, who rank among the lowest extant 
specimens of the human race, 

Looking at this question from the climat- 
ic standpoint, we find in thetropical regions 
a predominance, but not an exclusive pre 
valence of the vegetarian habit, while in the 
Arctic regions the native races resort almost 
entirely to the use of animal food. In 
neither of these regions do we find the hu- 
man race in its highest perfection. Civiliza- 
tion received its primary impulse and has 
achieved its most notable success in the 
temperate zone, and among races which are 
neither exclusively vegetarian nor exclu- 
sively carnivorous in their habits. 

The modern American and European, as 
is well known, is a descendant } one oF 
more branches of the ancient Aryan or In 
do-European stock. It so happens that 
one branch of this stock which early s« p 
arated from its European cousins and tray 
elled southward » people the 
and plains ot India, through st 
matic and religious influences because as 
nearly exclusively vegetarian in its habits 
as any large section of the human race has 
ever been, and has 
turies Here, 
comparison. 

lhe effect of the vegetarian habit, super- 
added to climatic conditions, has been to 
develop a race notable indeed for some of 
its intellectual traits, but imferior in size, 
lacking in physical stamina and energy of 
character, whose millions of people easily 
fella prey, first to the Mohammedan and 
afterwards to the English, whose commer- 
cial enterprise for centuries has proved in- 
ferior to that of the small competing race of 
the Parsees—thoir nearer blood relations 
and which has shown itself lacking in those 
essential traits which characterize our 
modern, progressive civilization. The great 
and successful men of all ages have been 
those who have not departed too widely 
from the mixed diet which has long consti- 
tuted the habit of the races which have 
peopled the temperate regions of the earth.

RACE WIRES TAPPED. 


Harlem Pool Koom Keepers Mulcted 
on the Saratoga nud Gloncester Events, 


Wew York, Aug. 3.-—One of the boldest 
wire-tapping schemes which has been at- 
tempted in several years was successfully 

ut threagh by a gang of young men on 
Saturday in this city, As usual pool room 
keepers were the sullerers, 

One of the principal race department cir- 
cnits of the Western Union Company was 
“tapped,” returus were delayed until bets 
were made by those in the schemeand then 
the result was sent by the operators who 
were at the “tap.” Two pool rooms lost 
so heavily that they appealed to the tele- 
graph company for relief, Just how much 
the gang made is not known, but one of the 
persons on the inside saya the amount is 
not less than $2500 and may be $5000, 

Ihe men in the scheme included a Brook- 
lyn sporting character, two linemen, an 
Englishman with some money and the five 
men with «a thorough knowledge of tele 
sraphy. It hud been arranged to hold 
Ba sk the returns on seven races, and it was 
thought if nothing went wrong from $2000 
to $5000 would be divided 

It is customary for the Wostern 
Union Company to send out “flash” 
mossuges when o horse is heavily played 
at the track just before the racers are 
sturted. It was by this means that the 
mem who wore to lay the money at the pool 
rooms wore to be nidvised by the men who 
were ‘'tapping” the wires oa to which 
horse woh, 

The men ot the “tap” held back the 
start and a description of the race, and 
when they received the vame of the winner 
in cipher they sent a‘ flash” message over 
the wire to the pool rooms, Four or five 
minutes later they sent the description of 
the race.

From the first the chances of saving this 
atructure were few, as the intense heat 
from the buruing factory rendered the 
efforts of the firemen of comparatively 
little effect. 

At one time the large flouring mill ad- 
acent to the factory, Mr. Richard Pin- 
combe’s house, Mr. John Banghart’s hotel, 
the Roman Catholic parsonage and all the 
buildings within a radius of 500 feet of the 
burning structure were looked 
doomed, but fortunately the direction of 
tho wind favored the escape of these build- 
ings or the loss would have been much 
larger than it was. 

The insurance on the factory is between 
$65,000 and $70,000 and the loss will ap- 
proach $100,000, 

The church is completely wrecked and 
the loss to the parishioners will not be re- 
pla« ed by an expenditure of less than $8000. 
There is about $3500 insurance on the build- 
ings.

of the passengers and crew ls due to the 
prompbtness with whlch the tug and barge 
rendered ‘asalatance, 
(Special to the Intelligencer.) 
Deseronto, Aug. 8rd, ‘92. 

Last night about 9:45, the str. ‘Princess 
Loulse” of Kiagat.n, and the tug **Rescue” 
of Deseronto, collided on the Bay, near 
Thompson's Point, between here and Plc- 
ton. Tho ‘Princess Loulse” sunk in three 
minutes. The following is the account of 
an eye-witness ;—'* 1 was a passenger along 
with about 2) others on the ‘Princess Lou- 
Ise' from Picton tu Deseronto. Between 9 
and 10 o'clock we saw several lights ahead; 
they were on the tug and on the barges; the 
* Princess Loulse’ tried to pass the bow of 
the tug, bub was struck on the side and stove 
in; she at once began to fill with water, and 
the officers instantly told the pavsengers to 
procure life-preservers, and Leaded the boat 
tor shore. Meantime the barges came upon 
the tug and stove a hole in her, bub fortu- 
nately above the water-Iine, Aman on tho 
tug was knocked overboard, but was fished 

out witha pike pole The tug and barges 
became entangled fora while. The panic 
on the ‘ Princess Loulse’ for a time was in- 
expressible, bub the officerskept their heads, 
Before reaching shore the fires went out on 
the ‘Princess Louise,’ but she came to shore. 
The passengers quickly scrambled off, and 
as the last were leaving her, she rolled over 
and sank about three quarters of her line 
nder water.” 

Had this occurred about 100 feet from 
shore several would have been drowned, as 
the water at that polnt is about 50 feet 
deep. 

A horse was on the lower deck when she 
sunk, bub gob loose and swam out with 
harness on and reached the shore safely. 

There was considerable freight, passen- 
gers, trunke, &c., wend down, One lady 
had in her trapk throe wedding dresses 
which she was bringing here for a young 
woman who was about to be married, 





ANOTHER ACCOUNT, 


Mr, J. F. Wills, barrister of this city, 
was a passenger upon bhe Ill fated steamer. 
He had been for some days sojourning at 
the Sand Banks and was en route home 
when the accident occurred. Ho states 
that the Princess Louise left Picton about 
8 o'clock bound for Belleville, having been 
engaged by Mr, Gildersleeve, of Kingaton, 
to take the place of the Hero, as the latter 
boat was here on an excarsion trip. On 
board the Princess Louise were some 16 
persons this Including passengers and crew. 
The night was all that could be desired. 
The moon was shining brightly and the 
water calm. Afber belong about an hour on 
the water fora long distance up the bay 
lights could be observed as if some vessel 
was approaching in an opposite direc- 
tlon, The captsia in command of 
the Princess lLoulso was ab the 
helm. Everything went all right until 
near Thompson's Point, when 1b was seen 
thab tho tug with her tow were in close 
viciniby to the steamer. The tug was moy- 
ing along abt a good rate, probably 10 miles 
an hour. The whistle from the tug rang 
outanalarm, An effort was made to pass 
the tug on the starboard s!de, bub it proved 
to be ineffectual, as the tug struck the 
steamer a terrific blow just aft of the fore 
gangway, making a large hole in her, The 
water poured in like a whirlwind. The 
Capt. quickly gave the engineer the signal 
to put on all the steam possible, and the 
stoamor was headed for the shore, about 
260 yards distant. The engineer remained 
at his post until the firos had been put oub 
by tho water and the machinery was partly 
submerged. She filled very rapidly, bub 
finally struck upon a bluff, and the stern 
sank about tive minutes after belng struck. 
Had the veasel nob been near shore when 
the accident occurred, there is no doubt 
that a number, If not all, would have been 
drowned, Some of the deck hands 
lowered the two boats which the 
steamer carried. Jnto these the ladles 
were first placed and taken toa place of 
safety. The ladies behaved bravely. All 
on board were landed safely on shore, bub 
none of the passengers were able to save 
thelr effects.

They Object to Rallronad Discrimination 


in the Rates on Wheat and Flour Re 


*pectively—Canadian Grains and Thoir 
Products nt the World's Fair. 


TORONTO, Aug. 4.—Yosterday's meeting of 
the Dominion Millers wasa busy one, The 
routine work was over and the moruing was 
spentin the earnest discussion of various 
technical points. It was all through by noon 
and the assemblage broke up with lively ox- 
pressions of satisfaction, 

Mr. T. O. Kemp's paper of Tuesday night 
was fully discussed, and it was unanimously 
agreed that the work of estimating the mill- 
ing value of a new variety of wheat is ve 
dificult as matters stand, and that a acien- 
tiflo estimate would materially improve 
matters. The following resolution fresulted 
from the discussion: 

“That the association memorialize the Do- 
minion and Ontario Governments st an early 
dey drawing their attention to the advan- 
tages to farmers and millers that would re- 
sult from some system of testing wheat in 
sample Jots as to their milling aud produc- 
tive qualities, which tests the Government 
may be able to carry out in connection with 
the agricultural colleges and experimental 
farms.” 


How Much Does It Cost? 


Mr. J. L. Spink then took up the talo and 
discussed the question of the exact cost of 
the production of flour, and of the losses 
frequently sustained through a rough-and- 
ready style of work amongst millers. He gave 
4 minute estimate of the cost, citing many 
interesting figures and showing very oare- 
ful study and preparation, Two resolutions 
were passed; toe first, moved by Mr. J. L, 
Spink and seconded by Mr. E. Peplow, that 
in the opinion of the meeting both the quan- 
tity of wheat needed fora barrel of flour 
and the cost of manufacturing it have 
hitherto been underestimated by millers, 

This was supplamented by a motion moved 
by Mr. W. H. Meldruin and seconded by 
Mr. E. Mackeuzie, to the effect that it 
takes 4 bushels and 40 pounds of wheat ta 
make u barre! of straight roller flour, and 
that the manufacture costs not less than 35 
ceuts, exclusive of the coat of the barrel and 
the packiug, 

They Object to Discrimination, 

The meeting then turned to the discussion 
of the railroads’ discrimination against mill- 
ers intheir rates on wheat and flour re 
spectively, and the question was turned over 
in all its bearings. The great discrimination 
made by the rallroades the injustice of it, the 
claims of the millers and the beoefits they 
could confer on the tailroads were dwelt 
upon with fulness aud clearness.

No equally favorable 
opportunity for studying Mars will recur 
till the year 1909. 

It will be remembered that Mars only 
became a subject of extreme importance 15 
years ago, when it Inst approached 
Barth, At that time not only were its 
two moons discovered by an American, but 
wise men in the grout observatory at 
Milan were enabled to map its surface 
so as to sbow alimost conclusively 
that human life existed on the planet. 
The strides which telescope-making has 
taken during the intervening years have 
produced the Lick telescope, and this has 
not only justified the expectations of its 
makers, but has already adéed somo start- 
ling facts to what was already known about 
the red orb. 

Mars has been under constant observation 
for more than three weeks past at the Lick 
Observatory. It has grown larger and 
larger each evening, and to-morrow night a 
little over an hour after midnight it will 
reach its maximum size and then begin to 
again slowly recede for another 15 years, 

It is admitted by all astronomers that 
the physical conditions of the planet as 
they have become known through the new 
and improved telescopes of the past 20 
years more closely resemble those of the 
earth than any of the other heavenly 
bodies, Indeed, there is hardly 
another planet even remotely  re- 
sembling the earth in regard to the heat 
and atmospheric conditions here prevailing. 
Mars has not only a well-recognized atmo- 
sphere of its own, but four seasons of the 
year, which follow each other as those of the 
earth, a degree of warmth closely approxi- 
mating what is known here, a day ofa little 
over 24 hours, north and south poles with 
ice and snow and every natural condition 
apparently which should conduce tothe 
existence of animal life. 

That is as far as the astronomers will go. 
Astronomers form one of the most conserva- 
tive classes of people, aud will never admit 
what has not been proved to exist. To their 
exact mathematical minds reasoning by an- 
alogy and induction are foreign, while all 
professors of other branches of science reach 
their broadest and truest conctusions inthis 
manner. 

Other scientists, therefore, have taken 
up the definition of Mars where astronomers 
ay itdown, Sceienfifically it has been de- 
monstrated in the most conclusive and ab- 
solute manner that animal dife exists on 
Mars in a high degree of development. 
Whether or not the process of natural selec- 
tion has there advanced so far as Darwin 
said it has upon the oarth, is a question 
about which some of the most eminent 
scientists are divided. They have no 
doubt, however, that the conditions of life 
on Mars are very closely allied to those of 
the earth. 

With the known ago of the planet, its 
physical formation and the solar advantages 
it enjoys, as discovered by the astronomers, 
scientists could not deny that it was inhab- 
ited without upsetting to a large degree tho 
foundation upon which their own elaborate 
story of the creation rests, At this point 
the work of Schnaparelli, the eminent 
Milan astronomer, plays a most important 
part in the observations now boing 
made at the Lick Observatory. After 
long and careful observation during 
the last opposition of Mars, 15 years 
ago, he was enabled to map its surface 
in a way which went far to strengthen the 
contention of those scientists who main- 
tained that it was inhabited by a highly 
civilized race,

After thus officlally endorsing this impor 
tant statemont the repord goes on to say : 

“Our neighbors on the north havo al 
ready improved this natural outlet by the 
construction of the Welland Canal between 
lakes Erle and Outario, and the serles of 
shorter canals along the Sb, Lawrence, 
These canals cover the entire distance 
where canals are required betweon Lake 
Erie and the sca. Thelr aggrogato longth 
{s only 70 mile, while the Erle Oanal ie 363 
miles long. 

**In pureuance cf plans adopted by tho 
Oanadian Government for unifornity of 
depth, the Welland has beon deepened to 
14 feet, and the work is Jn progress on the 
other canals with the prospect of completion 
within three years if the necessary appro- 
priations are mado, The magnitude and 
importance of the work already done Is 
made evident by the fact that the steamer 
Wetmore, carrying some 80,000 bushels of 
wheat, went through from Dalath to Liver- 
pool last season by lightening her cargo, 
fn passing down that portion of the Sb. 
Lawrence River at which the canals have 
nob yet been deepened. This trip, thoogh 
largely experimental, proved remunerative 
to the owners of the vessel. The rate paid 
from Duluth to Liverpool was 94 cvnts per 
bushel exclusive of the charges for tran- 
shipment to lighten the vessel, which was 
3 cunts per bushel. 

‘This demonstrates that with the com- 
pletion of the mprovements now In pro- 
gress steamers, of theslza and capacity of 
the Wetmore, can be dispatched from 
points on the great lakes to any port in the 
world, provided we can use the canals In 
common with the Canadains. If the canals 
were further deepened ao as to ccrreaspond 
with the new ‘*'Soo” Oanal Duluth, Mil. 
waukee, Ohicago, Oleveland and Buffalo 
would enjoy all the advantages of seaboard 
cltles with reference to forelgn trade. 

‘While weare now epjoying the ure of 
these Oanadi+n canals as the Capadiaps are 
ours, we should nob lose sight of tho fact 
that such enjoymont Is nob based on per- 
manent treaty rights 

*‘Under the provisions uf Article 32 of 
the treaty of Washington our righb to use 
the Welland and St. Lawrence canals may 
be terminated on two years’ notice, and 
{t will be remembered that President 
Oleveland’s administration claimed that the 
article In question has already been abro: 
gated, so that we are now uslng those can- 
als by sufterance only. For these reasons 
{bt ls deemed important by thls Committee 
that appropriate action should be taken by 
this Government to secure by a fair ar- 
rangement with the Canadians the perman- 
ent right to use these canals for our com 
merce, In common with and on the same 
terms as the citizens of that country. 

“Tt also appears to your Committee thab 
the present time is exceedingly opportune 
for urging such actlon In behalf of the 
commerce of the great lakes, lt is reporb- 
ed that representatives of the Oanadian 
Government wi : shortly arrive to this city 
to negotiate with oar Government for clos- 
er trade trade relations between the two 
countries,” 


Rails That Creep. 


How the Earth’s Motion Affects Kallroad 
Tratos. 

The creeping of rails has attracted some 
abtention of late, and while we do not at- 
tempt to explaln {t, we offer a point on the 
fact that on lines running north and south 
the westorn ral) ‘‘creeps’’ faster than the 
eastern rall; that Is, this strange move- 
ment of the rail towacd the south ts more 
marked in one rail than the other on the 
same track. Farthermore, it has been 
noticed that on such a line the eastern 
rall wears oub the fastest. Both of these 
points, we think, can be explained by the 
motion of the earth as it turns from the 
west toward the east. Motion tends to 
overcome gravitation. A rapid skater files 
over the thin loe without breaklog through 
and a train at high speed has been known 
to leap a broken bridge unharmed, Mo- 
mentum overcomes gravitation, and the 
greater the speed the less welghb on the 
rails. Everything that has free motion is 
dregged after the whirling globe ; evory 
wind that blows and every tide that moves 
fools the loflaence,and our tral going north 
or south fs pulled over toward the east, and 
naturally presses the eastern rall most hoav- 
lly. The western rail being relieved of ite 
share of welght, ‘*creeps" more freely and 
quickly, Ib is also notloed that the wheels 
that run on the esstern rail wear out firab, 
and we oan bat think that this earth motion 
is the true cause. The practical side of this 
ls that the eastern rails and wheels should 
bo stronger,.— Scientific

** The toys which small boys detire now- 
a-days are of the sorb which will really work 
and do something,” said a dealer on Penn 
sylvania Avenue to a Washington Star re 
porter, ‘For exsmple, here isa type writer 
that works very well indeed for the price, 
which ts only $1. A maglio lantern which 
will afford a great deal of amusement, can 
be had for the same price. For $6 I will 
sell you an excellent practloable camera. 

‘Stationary steam engines for toys are 
now made ina wonderful variety of pat 
terns and ab susprisingly low cost. This 
one I sell for 81. Ibis as good as could 
have been bought ten years ago for $4 
This, you will observe, is a steam pile- 
driver tn miolature but complete, The en- 
gine ralses a weight to the height of about 
elghteen Inches and lets it fall about once 
every fifteen seconds. You could drive 
carped tacks with lo admirably. 

“This ls a steam crane, which p'cks up 
objeots with a hook and oarries them about. 
Here is a steam pump which really pumps 
water and squirts {tb through a hose, The 
prinolple fs just the same as that of the fire 
fire engine.

There is no reason 
why we should ring the endless changes 
ona few phrases. There are those who 
think that if an exhortation or a discourse 
have frequent mention of justification, sanc- 
tification, covenant of works and covenant 
of grace, thattherefore it must be profound- 
ly evangelical, while they are suspicious of 
a discourse which presents the same truth, 
but under different phraseology.

Av Incident In Englind Showing That Re 
publicaniam Is Waking Up, 


Lonpon, Aug. 6—lord Chief Justice 
Coleridge delivered judgment yesterday re- 
garding right of way in ao action in which 
the plaintiff, a workingman, sued the Duke 
of Ratland because of the latter's game- 
keeper stopping traflic ona highway while 
they were driving grouse.

Lord Edward Manners, interposing at 
this point in the remarks of the Lord Chief 
Justice, sail that His Lordship’s words 
seemed to hold him (Lord Edward) up as a 
prospective murderer, 

To this His Lordship replied: 

“T only said what I considered it my duty 
to say.”

THE CANADIAN BUDGET, 


WHAT CAUSED THE DEATH OF 
WILLIAM CHAPMAN? 


The Northwost School Bill—Sent Mis 


His Mother—The Recount 
Made it n Iie—A Jookey Scalped,— 
Prairie Crops, 


Toronto, Aug. 6.-—-The death of William 
Chapman of Thorobill has beon luvestigated, 
and the verdict of the coroner's jury is that 
he died from injuries received by a fall; 
cone of felLunknowa: 

Joroner Orr presided at the inques 
which was held at Skardon’s Hotel venendne 
afternoon, and County Crown ‘Attorney 
Deowart did all the questioning. High Con- 
stable Jones Inoked after the jury, and every- 
thing was carried out with despatch. | 

Tbe following is a true story of the whole 
affair, as glenned from the evidence of the 
half-dozen witnesses who were sworn: 

fhe deceased, William Chapman, was a 
bard drinker, and bas several relatives in 
Thornhill who are all highly respectable. 
Ou Friday night Inst he called at Skardon’s 
Hotel at 830 and again at 10 o'¢lock, 
On the occasion of his last visit he wns con- 
sidorably under the influence of liquor, and 
Was given several more drinks. Towards 
11 o'clock Skardon, wanting to close his 
house, told Chapman and another man 
named Edward Parkinson to go home. 

Thetwo men went out accompatied by 
the proprietor, who wished to close the 
shutters. When they bad walked into the 
street Chapmau ond Parkinson begun to 
wrestle with each other, and both fell with 
Chapman an top, The only onlookers were 
Skardon, William Henry Wright, the 
hostler, and Mrs. Parkinson, who had come 
to the hotel to fetch her husband home, 

Alter the wrestlers bad both regaine! their 

feet, Chapman tlireatened to kick'Skardon, 
and the latter replying said, ‘Vm damned if 
you will,” Just atthis moment, so three 

Witnesses ssid, Chapman staggered aud fell 
like a log on the hard rood. The vystanders 

thought that be was simply drunk, ond ac- 

cordingly carried him into the driving 
shed, where he had often lain before, 
and left bim there for the night. Next 
morning be was found in the same position, 
apparently not having moved, and he was 
taken into the botel and well cared for until 

Dr. Langstaff orrived. Tbe doctor after a 

little deliberation came to thé conclusion 
that be wos suffering from concussion of the 
brain, but could not benefit him and without 
becoming conscious he died at 5.80 on Mon- 
aay afternoov. His frieids at Thornbill 
would bave nothing todo with bim and’ he 

Was buried at the public expenus*. 


What the lost Mortem Showed, 


The post mortem examination showed that 
doath had been cause! from con cussion of 
the brain, Yhoskull had bee badly frac- 
tured, there being a clean eplit from a point 
suas above the left ear down to almost the 

aso of the frontal bone, There was also a 
contusion near the inner corner of the left 
eye, at the extremity of thefracture, Drs 
Langstaff and Ferguson were of the opition 
that the fracture had beep caused by oa fall. 

Acting ov this evidence the ey brought 
in a verdict o8 given above; but there are 
discrepancies which yet cause considerable 
talk amoug the villugers, avd whioli at 
some future time tnay be more folly ex- 
plained. In the first place, although three 
witnesses saw deceased fall in front! of 
Skardo;.’s Hotel, yet none of them sawa 
Liow struck. Now, supposing-no blow had 
been struck, which, despite the evidence, 
is not certain, bow did Chapman 
receive the mark on _ the inner 
side of bis eye? It is hardly rea- 
sonable to suppose thata backward fall 
would have caused it, In the second place 
the doctors who performed the post mortem 
removed only the upper part of the skull 
eap, and did not track the fracture down to 
the point near the eye. This point may have 
been the beginning of the fracture, and the 
split discovered by the doctors me have 
beon only a secondary fracture radiating 
from the principal one, such as is soou when 
a window is broken by a stone, 

The case will probably rest atleast for 
some tine, for the Crown will not take any 
forther action until some more conclusive 
evidence is brough forth.

TRADE GOSSIP. 


Business la of Custowary Moderate Vol- 
ume Without Special Activity, 

New York, Aug. 6.—Special tolegrams

Bank clearings at Halifax, Montreal, To- 

ronto and Hamilton equal $19,170,000 this 
week, a decrease from the provious week's 
total of less than 2 per cent. The first 
three cities named report bank clearings of 
$18,446,000 this week, u decrease of nearly 
2'¢ per cent. from Jast week, but an in-

The capital error was the legislative 
union of Upper and Lower Canada, which 
failed to extinguish the French national 
feeling and broke down after 25 years’ trial 
when the federal union was substituted.

The hostility, jealousy and 
opposition of the two provinces have dis- 
appeared. Doubtless the constitution ot 
Canada had a seamy side. He belonged to 
the party numbering half the population 
and which for 20 yoars had been the op- 
position, and he believed the policy of the 
Government was wrong and injurious.

Tho Speaker 
sternly called Mr. Hardie to order, and 
after a moment's hesitation he removed his 
cap. A little later he made peace with him- 
self for this weakness by struggling at the 
table with Mr. Howard Vincent for a copy 
of the New Testament on which to swear, 

A new feature in the ceremony was the 
sight of scores of members making aflirma- 
tion instead of taking the oath, This, 
thanks to the Oaths Act passed four years 
ago by Mr. Bradlaugh, is now optional. 
Formerly the privilege of aftirming was 
restricted to Quakers. Among those who 
affirmed was Naoroji, tho Parsce, clected 
for Finsbury. He is the person whose 
political fortune Lord Salisbury made by 
alluding to him as a “black man.” He 
does not turn out to be anything like so 
black as the Premier painted him, his color 
differing little from that of the average 
Englishman.

Estrungement Among the Leaders, 

Rumors are current of an estrangement 
between Mr, Gladstono and Sir Vernon 
Harcourt and of resentinent on the part of 
Mr. Gladstone toward Mr. Labouchere. 
The first is based on stories about Sir 
Vernon Harcourt attempting to oust his 
chief, landing him in the House of Lords, 
while he looked after affairs in the Com- 
mons. Itis quite true that Sir Vernon 
Harcourt took up his residence in town 
promptly on the conclusion of the general 
eloction placing Liberals in power, and also 
that he had au interview at a private 
house with various members of the ad- 
vauced wing of the party; but the story is 
merely one of the spiteful inventions con- 
stantly floated in disparagement of Sir 
Vernon Harcourt. He has been one of 
Mr. Gladstone’s most powerful assistants 
during the long contest in Opposition and 
remains his loyal lieutenant. There is 
more foundation in the story about Mr. 
Labouchere. That astute politician has 
openly declared in favor of postponing 
Home Rule till certain planks in the Bri- 
tish Radical program are naileddown. Mr. 
Gladstone is furious at the suggestion, it is 
said. But this again is evidently o mere 
rumor. ‘Tho line taken by Mr, Labouchere 
has imperilled his chances of having office 
offered him. 

Sir Charles Dilke has quietly 
place in the Commons. He has selected a 
seat below the gangway, corresponding 
with that he occupied before he came into 
his baronetcy, and had made his mark in 
politics, Hehas Mr. Labouchore for an 
immediate companion, and he may be ex- 
ris to play a prominent part in debate, 

{is recuption by old friends was excced- 
ingly cordial. This demonstration was 
doubtless intended to mark the feeling 
of disgust created in tho public mind by 
the constant howling of Mr. Stead 
at Sir Charles Dilke’s heels.

SHOT DEAD IN A BALLROOM 


It Coat nan Princes His Life to Dance With 
Another Mans Giel 

Moscow, Aug. 8,—At oa grand bull ac 

ranged by the ollicers corps of the Czar‘a 

Jody Hussars at the Casino, Firat Lieut 
Tyan Rattoviteh suddenly stepped into the 
middle of the ball room, drew o pistol from 
liis dolman, took deliberate aim and shot 
Prince Nicholas Sussloviteh, a brother of- 
ficer. Prince Nicholas was waltsing with 
the lientonant’s fiancee 

The Prinee, who received the bullet in 
the heart, fell dead instantly, dragging his 
partner with him to the ground, ‘The as- 
sassin, amid wild oxcitement, stépped over 
tho body of his comrade, raised his -afli- 
anced'’s head by tho air and then blew his 
own bruins out. 

All this happened in less than 30 seconds, 
So quickly was the shots fired that intor- 
ference was impossible, Tho cries of the 
terrified women first gave the alarm to 
those in other parts of the hall, 

Medical assistance Was at once procured, 
but was of no ‘avail in the vase of Price 
Sussloviteh aud Ivan Rattovitel. 

The young lady was with difficulty drag- 
ged from the death grip of her murdered 
partner, Sho is lying at the point of 
death, 

The murder ling crented great excitement 
in’ Russia’s upper circles, where all partios 
concerned were well known, 


Nelieved to Be the Work +f Parnoliites, 
Dunur, Aug. 8. — Some miscreants 
placed an iron box filled with gun- 
powder outside the public room of a hotel 
in Rathkoal, County of Limerick, and, 
after igniting the fuse attached to the box 
made their escape, Ina few seconds there 
wag an explosion which smashed the 
windows of the room and wrecked the fur- 
niture. Several persons in the room were 
thrown to the floor and sustained slight in- 
jucios, but no one was seriously hurt. The 
outrage is believed to have been perpetra- 
ted by Paruellites an act of revenge 
against the hotelkeeper, who is a yigorous

THE PAGO-PAGO INCIDENTS. 
Great Britain Only Exercising Her Hights 
Under the Vrenty. 
Wasittxoton, Aug. 8,—Very little inter- 
eat is displayed in official circles in regard 
to the report that Great Britain has 
arrangod to establish a coaling station in 
the harbor of Pago-Pago, Samoa, for the 
simple reason that such a course of action is 
in strict accord with the terms of a treaty 
concluded hetween Great Britain and 
Samoa in 1879, and does not interfere with 
or impairthe rights or interests of the 
United States in any respect. Section 8 of 
the British Treaty provides that Great 
Britain may establish a coaling station any- 
where on the shores of a Satnoa harbor, ex- 
Se at Apia, which isa neutral harbor, at 
Saluafala, which was previously ceded to 
Germany, or at that part of the harbor of 
Pago-Pago, which may be selected by tho 
Government of the United States under 

its treaty. 


A WOMAN THE CAUSE. 


A Fugitive Morderer Kills one Deputy 
and Wounds Another, 

Pirtspvnc, Pa,, Aug 8 —The capture of 
the fugitive murderer Martin Keed at 
Noblestown this evening for sepsationalism 
rivals anything since J, Wilkes Booth died 
in ignominy for the assassination of Presi- 
dent Lincoln, 

Tho murderer Reed stayed in an icehouse 
until it was shattered with nitro-glycerine 
and set afire; placed a pistol to his forehead 
and took his own life, pecishing miserably 
in the ruins) He broke jail, was tracked 
for eleven weeks ove: three counties and 
when breught to bay shot Deputy Cole of 
McDonald through the heart and seriously 
wounded Deputy Sheriff Orr of Washing- 
ton in the shoulder with a shot froma 
Winchester rifle.

the production of such inyoics.

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UNCLE SAM’S PICTURE GALLERY. 


Cowprises the “Photos” of Nearly All the 
Chinese in tho Country, 


New York, Aug. 8.—It is hardly to be 
supposed that the United States Govern- 
ment has entered into collusion with the 
photographers of the big cities where our 
Chinese friend and brother doth mostly 
congregate to boom the picture taking in- 
dustry, but the act of Congress recently 
enacted relating to the Chinese will have 
that effect. 

Under its provisions every Mongolian, 
heathen or otherwise who wishes to remain 
in this country must have at least three 
cabinet photographs taken of himself and 
then make a present of them to the Govern- 
ment for purposes of identification. 

General Kerwin, Collector of Inland Re- 
venue, has been given the job of collecting 
the presentments of the Chinamen in 
this district, and he is already at 
work gotting his big photograph 
album fixed up. The Chinamen will havo 
to go to the collector's office in person and 
register at the same time they present their 
pictures. 

The pictures haye to be good ones, the 
collector says, and Coney Island bathing 
suit misfits won’t go. Neither will the pic- 
tures of late lamented Chinamen go. 

It should be underatood that members of 
the Chinese elite or creme dela creme who 
may come *o or be in this country are not 
affected by the new act. The regulations 
acply only to ‘‘lat-wero,” to those who work 
regularly ‘‘for hire.” 


TRAIN ROBBERS' RICH HAUL. 


Dynamite Splinters the Express Car and 
$20,000 is Seoured 

Fresno, Cal., Aug. 8.—The fifth train 
robbery in the San Joaquin Valley in three 
years occurred carly Friday near the 
small station of Collis, 15 miles from here, 
There were two robbers, and their methods 
of procedure were precisely the same as in 
previous cases, except that they were not 
molested by and passenger. 

After rapidly splintering the express car 
with dynamite they leaned up about $20,- 
000, jumped into a wagon and struck off 
across the plains, 

_ Although detectives were on their trail in 
afew hours there small prospects of 
capturing them, 

Vhey selscted one ot the loneliest spots 
on the line, and showed such knowledge of 
tho country and that there is no doubt they 
belong near Fresno, 

As tho train was pulling out of Collis 
just after midnight the engineer and fire- 
man were startled by the appearance of 
two mep on the tender. 

The strangers were armed with shotguns 
and quickly covered the trainmen, at the 
same time telling them to obey orders. 

When the train passed Rolendo station 
the engineer was ordered to stop and the 
fireman was ordered to touch off with o 
lighted cigar the fuse of oa dynamite cart- 
ridge which the robbers placed on the pis- 
ton of the driving-wheel on the left side of 
the locomotive. 

The fireman hesitated, but under the per- 
suasion of « shotgun touched tho fuse. The 
explosion was terrific, breaking the piston 
rod and disabling the engine,

Campaign Funds. 

Both parties spend money freely In the 
United States, but they make bub Iibtle 
aolae about it.

To that handsome amount there 
would also be added, it is sald, money from 
the national committee and other sources, 
so that there need be no fear of lack of 
funds. 

Naval Officer Theodore B. Willis, who 
was in charge of the campaign ito 1888, 
ralsed aboab $30,000 that year, and Re- 
publicans flatter themselves upon having 
been able to keep the Democratic majority 
in AKings county down to 12,000 that 
election. 

The Democratic campalgn committee 
will ralse $100,000, it Is claimed, for the 
work in which they are engaged, and they 
promise 20,000 majority for tholr natlonal 
ticket.

The Story of a Blood Rose, 

In the Western part of Jefferson County, 
Fla., grows and blossome into carious and 
magoificent beauty a rose that seems to be 
Ind!genous to a small area of country, bub 
will not flourish In any other latitude. The 
bush is strong and vigorous, ond the leaves 
are very light, but glossy greon. The petals 
carve allghtly inward and are the color of 
bright arteria) blood. The odoris pungent 
and slightly sickening, fascinating, and yet 
unpleasant in amarked degree. The pecu- 
Harlly of the rose {s that the dew that drops 
therefrom {s of a faint, ploklah cast, a mar- 
yel soen in no obher flower, the baftllng 
wonder of those who have witnessed it, It 
is called the Grant rose, and it hasa sad 
and melancholy history. 

John Grant and Nellie Lowry were mar- 
ried fa 1834 and settled on a farm in 
Jefferson County. One day the lodlans, 
who were then hostile {n Florida, killed 
John on the road from ambush, That 
night the red savages attacked his cabio. 
Mrs. Grant heard them coming, and, raia- 
ing a loose plank from the floor, dropped 
through to the ground and orepb fato the 
woods. Soon afterwards phe saw the glare 
of the burning cabin. Her filght was dls- 
covered and she was overtaken aboub two 
miles from home. 

Two days afterwards a party of hunters 
found the bodles of mother and babe, and 
buried them. Near bya little pool of blood 
had collected and had not been absorbed by 
the soll, In the spring, the body of the 
husband and father was found entangled In 
roots at the bottom of the ilver. 

A few yoars later. on the spob where the 
blood had gathered, a vigorous bush was 
found, bearing the rose that has boen des 
cribed. The finder cat some slips from It 
and took them to the settlement, where he 
related hla discovery. Such aromantloand 
singular story excited the curloalty of many 
in the adjacont counties, and repeated ef- 
forts were made to secure a growth of the 
slips elsewhere, bub all were unsuccessful, 

Only within an area of five miles from the 
scene of the tragedy, {b fs sald, the rose can 
be found, with {ts tall and sturdy stook, Its 
pale green leaves, ite incurved orlmaon pe- 
ta's, and ita bloody dew.

What a Jewish Rabbi Says About it. 
The editor of the London Methodist Times 


lately witnessed tho celebration of the Jew- 4 
Jeh Passover in that olty, and at the close of | 


the services sald to the Rabbi : — 

‘May I ask with what kind of wine you 
have celobrated the Passover this evepiog?” 
The avawer promptly given was: ‘With a 
non-{ntoxicating wine. Jews never uso fer- 
mented wine In thelr synagogue serv'cos, 
and must not use it on the Passover elthor 
for synagogue or home porposes. 

Fermented lquor of any kind comes uu- 
der the category of leaven, which ts pro. 
ecribed In so many places In the Uld Teata- 
ment. The wive which ts used by the Jows 
during the week of Passover, is supplied to 
the community by those licensed by the 
chief Rabbi's board, and by those only, 
Each bottle Is sealed !n the preserce of a 
represontative of the eccluslastical author- 
itles. The bottle standing over on the side- 
board, from which the wlae used to-night 
was taken, was thus sealed. 1 may also 
mention thatthe poor Jews who cannot 
afford to buy this wine, make an unferment- 
ed wine of thelr own, which ts nothing but 
an infusion of Valencia or Muscatel ralains. 
I have recently read that passage In Mat- 
thew {n which the Paschal supper Ia de- 
scribed. There can be no doubt whatever, 
that the wine used cn that occasion was un- 
fermented, Jesus, as an observant Jew, 
would not only not have drank fermented 
wine on the Passover, but would have cele- 
brated the Passover Inany housefrom which 
evory thing fermented had not been re- 
moved. I may mention that the wine 1 
as {n the synagogue Is an Infusion of rals- 

ns. 

You will allow me, perhaps, to expresa my 
suprise that, Ohristlans who profess to be 
followers of Jesus of Nazareth can take 
what he could not have possibly as a Jew 
—Iintoxicating wine—at so sacred a service 
as the sacrament of the Lord’s Supper.

He believed in the sincereity 
of the Liberal assurances that Home Rule 
Bill would be kept in the front of their 
legislation. The Irish party also wanted 
an early measure of relief for evicted ton- 
ants, and an inquiry into the casos of Irish 
prisoners wrongfully convicted of offences 
against the crown, They further desired 
that the term of imprisoninent of other 
Irish prisoners be shortened.

The Bank of France, the proposed re- 
newal of whose charter in 1897, at which 
date the one already existing will have ex- 
plired, ls engagingso much attention just 
now, was founded in the year XII, of the 
First Republic One and Indlvleible, in 
other words In 1800, according to the ordi- 
nary chronology. That was at the period 
of the Consulate, just before Bonaparte had 
seized the supreme power. It is, therefore, 
a much more modern Institution than the 
Bank of Eaogland, which, as most people 
know, was the outcome of the financial 
troubles in the relgn of Willlam of Orange. 
Both banks, however, have aslmilar origin, 
for it was in order to provide for a 
ready means of raising funds that 
the Oonsuls granted a charter to the 
men who, uniting several old established 
banking businesses, founded the Bank of 
France. ln France that bank alone has 
tho privilege of lssulng bank notes, bub tn 
return for this and other advantages ib is 
under very severe restrictlons both with 
rogard to reserves of cash and also as to the 
sort of security on which {bt shall advance 
money. Oommerclal paper, for instance, 
can only be dlecounted if it bears three 
signatores. On the 2ad of June last year 
the Bank of France had fo its vaults the 
enormous sum of two miliiards 850 millions 
of franc, or about £114,000,000 sterling, 
{n sboub equal quantities of gold and allver. 
This ls about the average amount, and It 
represents about one-third of the total 
quantity of the preclous metals in France.

PARLIAMENT. 


GLADSTONE’S SFEECH IN THE HOUSE 
OF COMMONS, 


By the Provisions of the Home Rule Bill 
There Would be a Full and Effectual 
Maintenance of Imperial Supremacy, 

While Ireland Would Conduct her Own 


Affairs, 


Loxpon, Aug. 9.—The House of Com- 
mons was crowded to its full capacity yes- 
terday, ns it was expected Mr. Gladocene 
would resume tho debate on the address in 
reply to the Queen’s speech. His appear- 
ance in the House was the signal for ring- 
ing cheers from his adherents. 

Mr. Gladstone's Speech. 

Mr. Gladstone opened his speech by re- 
forring to the procedure of the Government 
in departing from precedents in not resign- 
ing when the verdict of the country was 
against them. The House had met, but did 
not know for what. (Choers.} The Queen's 
speech told them nothing. Was it # fact, 
he asked, that the judgment of the nation 
was without appeal’ Was the House 
of Commons to fight the battle of 
the Inst six years over again? Never 
had there been a great issue submitted to 
the country that had been so fully discussed 
as the issue decided at the last election. 

The Government were perfectly aware of 
that. They knew well chat o majority of 
the House had come prepared to give effect 
to the verdict of their constituents. 
(Cheers.} They could not do otherwise. 
Turning to the matter of Home Rule, amid 
wild cheering by the Irish me mbers, Mr. 
Gladstone said the claims of Ireland had 
been for years at the front of the battle, 
and that that position was now held. The 
principles of his Home Rule Bill were pretty 
well knewn. By its provisions there 
would be a full and effoctual main- 
tenance of Imperial supremacy, while 
Ireland would bei given the conduct of her 
own affairs. Irish vepresentation in the 
House of Commons was also contemplated 
under certain conditions. As to the form 
in which these principles wonld be em- 
bodied it was the duty of the Liberals to 
select the best form, but not until they had 
been placed in power.

A Texas Train Flagged Just in Time to 
Provont a ‘Hold Up.” 

Panis, Tex., Aug. 10.—As the south-

Hold Moye of Katlrond Men to Cross Lake 
Michigan. 

Dero, Mich... Aug. 11.—Preparation 
is being made, and the experiment »will be 
tested during this fall and winter to deéul

Followed in St Louls a Mother's Whole 
sale Maledtotion

On entering he requested 
his landlady to come to his room in an hour, 
stating that he felt unwelland might bo 
seriously illat that time, The judge re- 
tired to his room, and when it was visited 
by the Iandlady at 1! o'clock she found him 
lying dead on the bed. On a small tab 
Was anempty phial, which had evidently 
contained acid of a deadly character. 

Lawyers lMroke His Heart, 

Some time ago The Post-Dispatch of this 
city severely criticised the judicial adminis- 
tration of Judge Normile, and recently the 
judge brought suit for libel against that 
paper in the sum of $400,000. Yesterday 
depositions were being tuken in the proceed- 
ings and Judge Normile was subjected to a 
severe examination us to his antecedents, 
life and rulings. It is believed that the

Persecuted By a Paper.

For more than a year the atrocious libelers 
of The Post-Dispatch have bad me ont e 
rack, They bave almost unfitted me from 
performing my judicial duties and made life 
little less than a protracted torture. For 
the past week I have slept little. I conclu- 
ded to go to the offic) and kill Florence 
White, managing editor of The Post-Dis- 
patch, butI payenut this morning abandoned 
this purpcese, asl shrink from takiug buman 
life, especially while being a judge. | cannot 
fight this paper in the courts, The law is 
slow, and it would be more than a year pro- 
bably before I could get the damage case 
brought to trial. I orave rest, which also I 
must seek in the grave, upon whose brink I 
pencil these closing lines. 

A MOTHER'S CURSE. 

Judge James C. Normile was prosecuting 
attorney in the famous trial of Walter Len- 
nox-Maxwell, alias Brooks, who was con- 
victed and executed for the murder of his 
friend and benefactor, C, Arthur Preller, at 
the Southern Hotel eight years ago, Preller 
was killed aud his body placed in a truak, 
where it was discovered several days after 
the murderer bad flown. He wos arrested 
at Aukland, New Zealand, and brought 
back, His father and mother came from 
England, whero Brooks, sr., is a school 
master, and made « heroic effort to save 
him. Failing, they remained till after the 
execution. Mra. Brooks was convinced of 
her son’s Innocence, aud it was said at the 
time in St. Louis that she cursed the trial 
judge, the prosecuting attorney, and Instly 
Governor Morehouse, who refused to tnater- 
fore 

Judge Van Wagoner failed of a ro-elec tion, 
Governor Morehous Jowitted suicide in a 
fit of delirium less than o year ago, aud now 
the prosecutor, Normile, lns died by his 
own bands.

Queen Victoria's Fayorite Soup. 
One cup of chopped chicken meat, one 
pint of strong chicken broth, one cup of 
sweet cream, one half cup of cracker or 
bread crumbs, three yolks of eggs, one tea- 
spoon of salt, one-half saltspoon of pepper. 
The chickeas may be obtained from what 
remains of a roast, In which case the bones, 
skin, tendons, and all the scraps shvuld be 
boiled for the broth. It is better, however, 
to use a fowl cooked purposely, as the broth 
is of finer flavor. Put the cracker crambs 
to soak in a little of the cream; break the 
eggs,jseparate the yolks from the whites and 
carefully drop the yolks into hot water; boll 
them until they are hard. Chop the chicken 
ina chopping tray until it fs as fine as meal 
—previously having removed everything 
except the clear meat ; then add the soaked 
cracker, the yolks of the eggs, which should 
be pressed through a coarse wire strainer, 
the silt, peppor, cream and broth. Strain 
through a colander, pressing through all of 
the meat; pour Into a double boller and couk 
for ten minutes, This is a delicious soup.

Telephotography. 


Ia a Little While You Can Send Your Photo- 
graph by Telegraph. 

A young French chemist, M. Henri 
Oourtonne, is credited with a new dls- 
covery, for which we have been looking to 
Mr. Edison, Sound being transmiasable 
by telephone, M. Oourtonne argued by a 
rigorous analogy that light might be trans- 
mitted, too. As the telephone conslats ot 
a transmitter, a wire and a recelver, #0 
there was reason bo belie” e that these three 
organs mighv be adapted for transmitting 
light vibrations, and for this purpose the 
transmibter and recelyer should be prepared 
chemically for receiving and glvlug onb 
light instead of sound vibrations. This 
was done by substituting senaltized phoro- 
graphic plates for the ordinary telephone 
plate. 

Ono of the plates were placed in front of 
an aperature, through which an image was 
cast, and this image has been forwarded by 
wire and has been seen at the other end. 
The first apparatus was very imperfect, and 
M. QOourtonne, having heard that Mr, 
Edlson was on the track of a similar dis- 
covery, resolved to publish his experiments, 
a description of which he, however, sent In 
a sealed letter to the Academy in 1889, 
The letter is only to be opened at the send- 
er's request. The Figaro says that the 
consequences of the telephotography cannot 
be overestimated.

The Crowd Refused Tq Disperse and the 
Troops Fired Uptn Them, 

Constantinople, Aug. 12.—A despatch 
from Trebizond states that on Aug. 5a 
serious disturbance occurred at Platana, 
seven miles weat of Trebizond. The trouble 
arose from the enforcement of the sanitary 
regulations adopted by the Turkish officials 
to prevent the sorbed, of cholera.

At the first volley 
seven persons were killed. The people 
then turned and fled panic-stricken to the

Dunanoo, Mex., Aug. 12.—The mail 
courier from Mazatlan brings information 
of a bold and successful robbery committed 
by « band of brigands near Culiacan, in the 
State of Sinaloa. 

A traiu of 10 burros was on the way from 
the Yedras mines to Caliacan, loaded with 
$50,000 worth of silver sulphides in boxes 
for export. 

It was guarded by 20 man, who were at- 
tacked in camp by 15 bandits. Three of 
the guards were killed and the others were 
overpowered and bound hand and foot,’

He asked tit he might be put into a com- 
fortable room instead of a cell and his wife 
might yssit him.

The law on this pointsoems plain, and the 
Dominion Government do not handle one 
dollar of the money nor do they exercise 
ny control over its expenditure beyond 
being simply trusteos of the land,as is point- 
dout. Still, however, it is considered 
likely that legislation will be offered to 
divert some portion of these lands in Mani- 
toba to assist Catholic schools,

Australlan Repti'es. 

** Australla is a great reptile country,” 
remarked John Barclay, of Edinburgh, at 
the Southern yesterday. ‘I have travelled 
in almost every country, and I have never 
found a land that went ahead of Australia 
for snakes, lizards, and frogs. There are 
some 65 spectes of snakes in that country, 
of which forty bwo are venomous and twelve 
posltively dangerous. There are 40 or 50 
different kinds of frogs, embracing every 
variety, from the common tree frog to a 
large green variety with blue eyes and gold 
back, makiog a wonderful showing of color 
as he hops about, There are probably 40 
kinds of lizards, of which twenty belong 
to a class known as nighb lizards, many of 
which hibernate, The species can utter a 
cry when hurb or alarmed, and another 
kind, the frilled Ilzard, can lift {te fore legs 
and hop about like a kangaroo, The 
monitor or fork-tongued lizard, burrows in 
tho earth, climbs and swims, and grows to 
a length of nine or ten feet. The crocodiles 
of Queensland, however, grow to # Jongth 
sometimes of 40 feet. Some of the 
Australlan species of Myards can change 
thelr color not only from light to dark, bab 
from gray to red. All kinds of turtles are 
caught, 1 saw one caught there that was 
ten feet in lopgth.”

The fragrance of spikenard, the flash of 

ewols, the fruitfulness of orchards the 
ivaHiani © of gardens, the beauty of Hesu 
bon fish-pools, the dew of the night, and 
the splendor of the morning—all con- 
tribute to the richneas of Solomon's style 
when he comes to speak of the glory of 
the Church. In contrast with his ou- 
logium: of the Church, look at the denun- 
ciatory things that are said in our day 
in regard to it, If one stockholder 
become a cheat, does that destroy the 
whole company? If one ’soldicr be a 
coward, does that condemn the whole 
army? And yet there are many in this 
day so unpbilosophic, so illogical, so dis- 
honest, att so unfair as to denounce the 
entire Church of God because there are here 
and there bad men belonging to it, There 
are those who say that the Church of God 
is not up to the spirit of the day in which 
we live ; but I have to tell you that not- 
withstanding all the swift wheels, and the 
flying shuttles, and the lightning communi- 
cations, the world has never yet been able 
to keop up with the Qhurch. As high as 
God is above man, so Righ is the Church of 
God—higher than all human institutions. 
From her lamp the best discoveries’ of 
the world have been lighted. Tho best 
of our inventors have believed in the 
Christian religion—the Fultons, the 
Morses, the Whitneys, the Perrys and the 
Livingatones, She tins owned the beat of 
the telescopes and the Leyden jars; and 
while infidelity and atheism have gone 
blindfolded among the most startling dis- 
coveries that were about to be developed, 
the earth and the air and the sea have made 
quick and magnificent responses to Christain 
philosophers. 

The world will not be up to the Church 
of Christ until the day when all merchan- 
dise has become honest merchandise, and 
all governments have become free govern- 
ments, and all nations evangelized nations, 
and the last deaf ear of spiritual death shall 
be broken open by the million-voiced shont 
of nations born ina day, The Church that 
Nebuchadnezzar tried to burn in the 
furnace, and Darius to tear to pieces with 
the lions, and Lord Claverhouse to cut with 
the sword, has gone on, wading the floods 
and enduring the fire, until the deepest bar- 
barian, and the fiercest cruelties, and the 
blackest superstitions have been compelled 
to look to the East, crying, ‘‘Who is she 
that looketh forth as the morning, fair as 
the moon, clear as the sun, and terrible as 
any army with banners ?” 

Yet there are people who are ashamed to 
belong to the Church of Christ, and if you 
adk them whether they are in such associa.

of God, I look back with joy to the most 
honored moment of my life, when in the 
old country meeting-house the minister of 
ne announced my name as a follower of 
he Lord.

SUFFOCATED BY SULPHUR GAS. 


A Onledonia Man Smothered In a Natural 
Gas Well, 


CALepon1A, Ont., Aug. 13.—A fatal 
accident occurred here yesterday at the 
natural gas well being sunk by Carmody 
Bros. A {ow dayaago a flow of sulpliur 
Water was atruck, interfering with the 
work, Yesterday morning ono of the 
hands named Fitzgerald went down in the 
pit atthe mouth of the well, which is 
about eight feet indepth, to enlarge the 
hole in the cising to allow the whiter to 
escape more quickly, He had heen down 
but a very short time when the men at the 
top noticed something wrong with him. 
James Dennis, another one of the workinen, 
immediately went down to his assistance 
but had no sooner got down when he 
himself called’ to be” pulled up. 
Another man with a noosed rope went 
down and slipped it over Vitzgerald's legs, 
but could do nothing more and had to be 
drawn up himself,so cleadly was the sulphur 
gas Fitzgerald: had to be drawn up by a 
100k, noone being able to remain long 
enough below to do anythihg. He was 
quite dead when_ taken ont, living been 
dowii only about sevén or eight minutes. 
Dennis bad still some life in him and after 
about three hours’ working with him ho re- 
gained consciousness. 


BURIED BENEATH THE RUINS. 


A Bullding itn Course of Erection Col- 
lapses, Burying 20 Mon, 


OagpEn, N.J,, Auge 13.—A ~ building 
which was being erected here fell yester- 
day, burying 20 men beneath the ruins, 
One dead man and four 
have already been taken from the ruins 
and the work of digging out the remainder 
is still going on, The accident occurred by 
the sudden giving way of a derrick causing 
the entire structure of massive wooden 
beams and timbers to collapse. But few of 
the workmen employed on the building 
escaped, 

There was great excitement anda big 
crowd of menemployed in other factories 
stopped work and the search for the bodies 
under the wreck of the cellapsed building 
was immediately begun. Tho first victim 
taken out was an Italian workman. He 
was dead, his body being terribly mangled. 

Soon after three others were discovered 
and were removed in a dying condition 

Up toa late hour to-night 12 men had 
been taken from the ruins, all seriously and 
four tatally wounded, ‘There are hundreds 
of men at tho ruins and the work of rescue 
is being pushed forward. :

Getting Rid of Quack-Grass. 

1 notice *‘How we Produce Quack: 
Grass,” by 0.S.V. (p. 515), and am there- 
by tempted to relate my own experience 
with the same pest of our gralo- growing 
lands. Iocan, however, assure you that ib 
{s not a pest of grass-growlng lands, for it 
makes early and sweet pasturage and nutri- 
tive hay when cut before the seeds ripen, 
And let me say that the surest, safest and 
most effectual way to get rid of quack grass 
is to pastare Ibclosely, Pab your live stock 
on to it early, and keep on enough to keep 
{t down short all the time. Three years of 
such pasturage will destroy ib effectually, 
and then you can safely plow the land if 
you wish to ; but do not put on any manore 
»f you have made apy of it from quack grew 
hay or from atraw containing yuack grass. 
Such manoré should be applied to green- 
sward during the summer, when the weather 
fs hot and dry, a yearin advanco of the 
time you wish-to plow—or better, to per- 
manent grass lands, 

lf you must plow quack grass land, plow 
for corn, fit thoroughly, and plant in hills 
with a handfal of good phosphate In every 
hill, cultivate as soon as possible, and keep 
cultivating and hoelng until the corn Is too 
large. In the fall, aftor removing the corn, 
plow shallow and harrow, {f possible, with 
a floating spring-tooth harrow, Noxt spring 
plow again us carly an possible ; uboubd the 
first of Jano plow agalo, and plow deeply— 
as deeply #8 you can ; fit thoroughly and 
plant beans, Youcan bogin cultivating the 
beans ina week's time after they are planted. 
Three times cultivating if you have a good 
tool and work close to tho crdp, will do, 
I can safely promise you a clean field and 
a good crop of beans, also a good prepara- 
tlon of the land for any following crop. 
If you do not wish to ralee beans, you can 
putin potatoes, giving the land the same 
treatment, with theadvantage that potatoes 
will bear rougher treatment than the beans, 
but you cannot begin cultivating potatoos 
as soon after planting,onless you make deep 
plain marke, do that you can follow the rows 
before they come up.

A WIFE'S LETTERS BETRAYED HIM. 


Epistolatory Wooing Rosponaible for Ed- 
ward Alinno’s Detention, 


Tononto, Aug. 13.—Detectives Cuddy 
and Black have for several days past 
noticed a man acting rather suspiciously 
around the Union Station and yesterday 
they concluded to arreat him, On search- 
ing him letters wore found in his possession 
addressed to ‘‘Edward Allen.”

Euolid's elements that fs much mors curious 
than usefa!, All this might be Interesting 
toa scholar with timo and Inolinatlon to 
Indalge tu such Htorary pursults ; but ib Is 
of doubtful utility to the young men and 
women who havo to earn their bread aud 
butter from a practical life and In a prac- 
tical way. The strongly worded protests 
that have been published since the late 
rofessional examinations, and the rank 
noonalstency that has been exposed should 
lead to an [mprovement in the preparation 
of papors for such purposes,

Cheese Still on the Boom, 
(Trade Bulletin. ) 

A fresh accession of strength has char- 
acterized the cheese market aince our Jest 
report, forclng prices up fully jo per lb., 
the coat of finest Western goods going out 
on this week's steamers being 9fc to Ifo, 
while a considerable quantity of under- 
priced goods coat 90 to9}c, The cuntlaved 
strength of the eltuation ts all the more re- 
markable on account of the persistent 
heavy shipments from this side, no lesa 
then 87,000 boxes leaving Montreal Jast 
week with 63,000 boxes from New York, 
makiog a grand total from the two ports 
from May lat to the close of last week, of 
1,343,000 boxesagainat 119,000 boxes for the 
corresponding period last year, showing the 
large Increase of 224,000 boxes. The total 
for the same period at this port was 727,000 
boxes agalast 595,000 boxes last year, belog 
an increase of 132,000 boxes. [tis now a 
question with some of our leadiog men in 
the trade as to whether the advance has not 
nearly, If not quite attained {ts climax, as 
prices are nearing a point that consumption 
may decline to follow. There can be 
doubt that the consumptive demand on the 
other side, has been all that the Trade Bul- 
letin has persistently claimed from the firat 
of the presont seasou ; bub there muat be a 
halting place, and nothing will bring ib 
about sooner than the advance In values 
which has recently occurred. I will be 
remembered that last week we drew atten- 
tlon to the fact that cheese was belng pub 
into cold storage in this city, and that 
stocks had begun to accumulate, and since 
then the storage capacity here has been 
crammed to repletion, one of our large ware- 
housemen having been compelled to decline 
recelylng any more. Large stocks have also 
gone into storage in the West, so that the 
sime has arrived when great caution should 
be manifested by dealers on both aldes of 
the Atlantic, lest the present movement 
should be hurried beyond its legitimate 
sphere, and the strong tone of the markeb 
supplanted by demoral/zation. Contracting 
hes already commenced, about 10,000 to 
12,000 boxes of Septembers and Octobers 
having been sold in the Belleville section 
at 100 to 1043, moatly at the inalde figure, 
with factor, nen now asking 10}3. There 
can be no question that the mar‘cet hasa 
strong aspect ab the moment, but In sny 
event {b will do no harm If the Trade Bul- 
letin orlos, ** Steady, buys!

65,575 men, and 1,027 vorsels and 30,438 
boats were employed, Tho capital invested 
In craft, nets acd other appliances was 
estimated ab $7,376,186, nearly double the 
amount so Invested ton years ago, The 
total yield of tho fisheries of 1891 was 
$18,977,878, showlpy au {ncroano of a mil- 
Hon end a quarter dollars cver the product 
of the previons year, With the exception 
of the Provlnce of Ontarlo, as!ight locrease 
{n the catch is noted In all parts of the Do 
mioion. The Nora Scotia fisheries yielded 
$7,011,800, or 85 per cent. of tho total ; 
Now Branawiok, $3,571,050 ; Qaebec, $2,. 
008,378 ; P. E. Island, $1,238,733, British 
Oolambia, $3,008,755 ; Ontarlo, $1,806,- 
$89 ; Manitoba and Northwest Territories, 
$832,969. The decline in Qatario Is attri- 
buted to reduction in the market value of 
the herring catch, and to the anprecedented 
gales experlenced on Lakes Erie and 
Huron. In the estimate of the Britlsh 
catch Is included $794,925 representing the 
value of seal skins, &s compared with 
$492,661 In 1890.

Seizures ln Behring Sea 


VicrortiA, B.C., Aug. 15.—The following 
seizures have been made by United States 
men-of-war in Behring Sea: The Adams 
seized the British schooner Mountain Chief 
of Victoria, the crew of which killed seals 
and violated the modus vivendi.

$50,000 TO RESIGN. 


Gamblers Are Filling 
City With Thugs, 


Curcaao, Aug. 15.—The gamblers who 
aro behind the Garfield Park race track are 
carrying out their threats mate a year ago. 
They said then that unless Chief of Police 
McClaughry and the Republican adminis- 
tration in general kept their hands off the 
gamblers they would fill the city with thugs 
and all kinds of toughs. The present increase 
of crime tends to show that they are carry- 
ing out their threats to the letrer. 

Tndireotly Major McClaughry was offered 
$150,000 a year if he would not interfere 
with gambling as it then existed. This 
money was not to be given as a bribe, nor 
was it to go into the Major's own pockets: 
but it was to be used to employ detective: 
for the police department. ‘The answer the 
gamblers got wasan intimation that the 
city could pay for ita own detectives, and 
would enter into no agreement, covert or 
otherwise, with the enemies of law and 
order. 

Then the Hankins-McDovald crowd 
made Major McClaughry another and more 
tempting offer. This time it came direct, 
and there was no concealment about it. 
The man who made the offer is as close to 
the heads of the gamblers’ trust as John 
Condon is, and he assuced the chief that he 
spoke for them authoritatively. 

Major McClaughry was offered a cool 
$30,000 in cash if he would resign as chief 
of police of Chicago,

THE MARCH OF THE CHOLERA. 


Frightful Ravages by the Plague in the 
Country of the Shah, 


Sita, Aug. 16 —In consequence of the 
dread prevailing in Teheran, the capital of 
Persia, over the invasion of cholera, the 
Shab has taken up his residence at a 
camp at El-Burz, 24 miles from Teheran, 

In the city there is an alarming increase 
in the number of cholera’ cases — re- 
ported daily, and'the deaths average 300. 
A few days ago the average number of 
deaths was 60, The American Protestant 
missionaries have many cholera patients at 
their hospital. They aro doing incalculable 
feed: All the railway and tramway traffic 
as stopped and the bazars have been 
closed. Nearly all the residents who have 
been able to do so have fled the city, 
Almoat all the victims of the dread disease 
are from the lower classes, 

At Tabriz, the capital of the Province of 
Azerbaijan, in Northern Persia, cholera is 
raging with the most fatal effect. Tho city 
contains about 175,000 inhabitants, and 
they are dying ata frightful rate. Every 
day the deaths amount to several hundred 
and the disease shows no sign of diminu- 
tion in its violence.

THE WAR ON CONVICT LABOR. 


Tennessee Miners Capture tho Stook- 
nies, 
Cuatranooaa, Tenn., Aug, 17.—At 3 


p.m. 200 convicts arrived at Knoxville and 
with them the news of the surrendor of the 
stockade at that place tothe miners. The 
facts as reported here are that the camp doc- 
tor whose office was not in the stockade but 
in the village, went into the atockade and 
told the warden in charge that it 
was folly to resist the miners, who num- 
bered 1800 and were prepared to attack 
and capture the stockade. This brought 
about a conference between the minora’ 
leadera and the warden, resulting in 28 
soldiers and 18 guards surrendering to the 


miners without firing a shot. The 
miners at once took possession, 
ran the convicts out to the 
railroad, loaded them on a train with 
their guards and started them for Knox- 


ville, The miners have gone to Coal Creck, 
where they will joined by 
hundred more.

AutpaNy, Aug 19.—Adjutant-General 
Porter b 1 o'clock this morning will 
have finished his no casy task of mobiliziug 
nearly 7000 of the state militia in Buffalo 
and vicinity.

24:46, “It behoved Christ to sulfer 

There have been acholara who have ven 
tured the assertion that the pains of our 
Lord were unnocedsary. Indeed, it was a 
shocking waste of tears and blood and 
Agony, unless some great end were to bo 
reached. If men can prove that no good 
result comes of it, then the character of 
God is impeached, and the universe must 
stand abhorrent and denunojatory at tho 
fact that the Father allowed the butchery 
of His only begotten Son. Weall admire 
the brave six hundred mon. described by 
Tennyson ox dashing into the conflict, when 
thoy knew they must die and knew at tho 
same time that ‘‘some one had blunder'd ;” 
but we are abhorrent of the man who mado 
tho blunder, and who caused the sacrifice of 
those brave men for no use. 
show you, if the Lord will help me, this 
morning, that for good reasons Christ went 
through the torture. In other words, ‘‘It 
behoved Christ to suffer.” 

1, In the first place I remark, that 
Ohrist’s lacerations were necessary, because 
man’s rescue was’ an impossibility except 
by the payment of some great sacrifice.

Gladstone observes that the disposition of 
the minor officers coat him much moro time 
and thought than those of Cubinet rank. 
Every minnow rogards himsolf, and is re- 
garded in his domestic circle, as a whale, 
and requires provision made for him accord- 


pressure 


ingly. 
The Rosebery scare, in due course, 
reached its inevitable conclusion There is 


no doubt about Lord 
indisposition; he has been suffering from 
insomnia for many weeks, He tried to 
break the spell by a yachting trip, but was 
only partially successfnl. If he had con- 
sulted his own feelings and personal com- 
fort he would undoubtedly have stood aside. 

The general composition of the new Min- 
istry meets with approval on the Liberal 
side, and but for one reason, oddest of all 
to come from such a quarter, is little 
carpod at in the ex Ministerial press, This 
particular criticism is the omission of Mr. 
Labouchere from the Cabinet. It is talked 
of more than anything else. 

It is diversely reported that the oxclu- 
sion was dictated by the Queen, who cannot 
forgive Mr, Labouchere’s frequent frank 
criticism of matters concerning the Royal 
family, and by Mr. Gladstone, who re- 
garded as unpardonable Mr, Labouchere’s 
suggestion that Home Rule should stand 
aside till the Radical program was for- 
warded. The former is far more likely to 
be true. 

The affair, however it has been brought 
about, might certainly have been more 
dexterously managed. Mr, Gladstone must 
have known a fortnight ago whether he 
was able and disposed to include Mr. 
Labouchere in the Ministry, or whether he

was, for whatever reason, precluded. 
Since he had decided in the latter 
sense, it would have been easy for 
him to have sent for Mr, Labouchere 


and either offered him an appointment 
out of the Cabinet, not directly bestowed 
by the Crown, or frankly explained why 
the proffer of office was withheld, But 
while all the world, doubtless including 
Mr, Labouchere, have been waiting to hear 
thata message has been sent, a fortnight 
has sped; the contingency has been discuss- 
ed inevery newspaper, and Mr. Chamberlain 
went out of his way pointedly to allude 
to itin the Commons. Mr. Labouchere is 
thus left ina position galling to any man, 
which oven a professed cynic cannot fail to 
feel, and may be expected to resent. Mr. 
Disraeli would have managed the affair 
differently. Mr. Gladstone, a bigger man, 
is prone to walk with his head in the clouds 
and occasionally stumbles over something 
at his feet that a meaner mortal would have 
seen and avoided. 

Lord Houghton’s position though nomi- 
nally supreme as the direct representative 
of the Queen, is, in the main, ceremonial. 
The real ruler of Ireland will be Mr. John 
Morley; though by one of those fatuities 
that sparkle along the bulwarks of the Bri- 
tish constitution, it is Lord Houghton who 
Appoints Mr. John Morley, the eminent 
statesman’s formal designation being 
Chief Secretary to the Lord Lieutenant. 
Before the writ for the vacancy at 
Newcastle, created by Mr. Morley’s 
acceptance of office, could be moved, it was 
necessary for Lord Houghton’s signature to 
be obtained. This beinu overlooked, Lord 
Houghton was not immediately approach- 
sble.

Mencomeand go by sufferance of 
the commanding officer, and passes must be 
shown at evory-turn, Soldiers board the 
trains as they come into the station and 
subject each passenger to acrutiny Arrests, 
without a oivil warrant are made as far, 
away as Knoxville, 30! miles distant, The 
bayonet is deemed process enough, and a 
prick of the sword is duces tecum sufficient, 
for all practical purposes, 

There were no sorvices in either of the 
two little charches yesterday. The Baptist 
Church upon the hill was locked and 
empty. The Methodist Church in the 
valley was packed by a mass of sweltoring,, 
suffering humanity, black and’ white, un- 
kémpt, frowsied worn and anxious, which 
made one think of a stockade in war times. 
Two hundred and fifty prisoners are locked 
up here, with armed pickets on every side. 

Everything was quict 1n camp yesterday. 
There have beem25 or 30 new prisoners 
brought in. 

Labor Commissioner Ford js still under 
urrest, and positive evidence has been ob- 
taived that he not only aided and abetted 
the miners before the trouble, but it is 
strongly suspected that he had been acting 
as a spy upto the time of his arrest, Pre- 
parations are being made for scouting par-! 
ties to go out and smoke out the abandoned 
mines in order to run out miners” who are 
suspected of being in hiding in them. 





A Queenston Man Found Dead Undor 
Susplolous Ciroumstances, 
Queenston, Ont., Aug. 23.—John Ryan, 
aged 63, was diacovered dead in bed 
Sunday morning. Ryan, who is an old 
Union soldier, had been on a drunk for 
several days. His life had been threatened 
on Saturday, so rumor says, and Charles 
Wadaworth took him to his house, where 
he went to bed. He was not seen until the 
morning, when he was found dead, 
The body was buried in great haste Sun- 
day afternoon, so it is alleged. There is 
considerable mystery regarding his death. 


Sir John Abbott's Health. 

MontTrReAL, Aug.-28.—One of the Con- 
servative leader's sons, Mr. Jack. Abbott,

Of course the Opposltion organo had to 
have a filog atthe Government, bu) the 
gist of its remarks is the strongest possible 
endorsation of the position taken by the 
Canadian suthoritles. Our contemporary 
has done well to qualify with an “‘if,”’ the 
statement that our commissioners to the 
Washington conference last spring promised 
to abolish the rebato.

I also believe that the 
men should take a reasonable yiew of 
things and in presenting their claims to 
consider the possibility of meeting them. 

“The Grand Trunk is in a position to 
keop its head above water, but it is not a 
rich corporation. The stockholders do not 
favor out-goings that tend to decrease the 
results. Ido not anticipate any demand 
smong our employes for more wages. Liv- 
ing is cheaper in Canada than in the States, 
and therefore the same conditions do not 
exist there asin this country. Our men, 
generally, are satisfied with their wages. 
Labor disturbances affect tho public almost 
as much as the people directly involved. 

“Looking into the future of the relations 
between capital and labor I think some 
means will have to be adapted for the set- 
tlement, speedily and satisfactorily, of all 
traubles that may arise, There should be 
some tribunal, not of a political but of a 
judicial character, and composed of honest 
and capable men, who will act fairly and 
importially on the cases presented for thoir 
adjudication. There should be legislation 
with this end in view.”

Probably be Torn Down, 

Fatt River, Mass., Aug. 22.—Emma 
Borden and John V. Morse are now mak- 
ing preparations to leave the old house 
whore the murder was committed. It is 
in the locality inhabited by many of the 
best people of Fall River. The old house 
will be offered for rental, and if not rented 
will be torn down. 

The sentiment in the city, which was 
early in the week arrayed on the sido of 
Lizzie, has during the past few days rapid- 
ly drifted around and crystalized into a 
general support of the police. As addition- 
al evidence is put forth each day the belief 
is becoming forced on the city that the 
Government has a strong case.

MR. HAGGART TALKS. 


The Minteter of Canals on the Retaliation 
Question. 

Orrawa, Aug. 23.—Very little except 
President Harrison’s canal proclamation is 
discussed here, 

The Cuabinet* meets to-day, but the 
canal dispute will likely ‘not be discussed 
in the absence of the leading members of 
the Ministry. 

‘My own opinion is,” said Hon. John 
Haggart, Minister of Railways and Canals, 
“that the policy of the Government will be 
to place the Canadian shippers on the same 
footing a8 the American shippers, even if 
they have to réconp them out of the public 
treasury.” 

“*T have heard nothing of the proclama- 
tion heyond what 1 have seen in the press. 
I ace that the President has fixed the tolls 
at 20 cents, the same as is now placed on 
the Welland, and that they will only 
remain in effect during the time we con- 
tinue this alleged discrimination. Long 
before this we saw that it was in our in- 
terests to push ahead the Soo Cunal so as 
to have a line of navigation between the 
great lakes and our own territory. In- 
structions have been given out to carry on 
and complete the work as soon as possible. 
Work will be carried on night ond day. 
until that is accomplished. I think that by 
the end of next summer we will have a ays- 
tem of nayigation of our own connecting 
Lake Superior far better than the Ameri- 
can’s. We-will havea lock 900 feet long 
aud 60 fect wide, which can hold a whole 
tow and make lockage in one half the time 
it can now be doue on the American side, 





Sir Henry Tyler Talks. 

New York, Aug. 23,—L. J. Seargeant, 
general manager of the Grand Trunk Rail- 
way, in referring to the retaliation of the 
American Government in the ship-toll con- 
troveray, said yesterday: ‘‘ There should 
not be any restriction on the free tran- 
sportation of commerce cither way be- 
tween this country and Canada.

Lahouchere proceeds to say; “An emissary 
informed’ me, presumably a quid pro quo, 
that Mr, Gladstone would always be glad 
to consult meon public affairs.’ 

After asking why it should be 
suggested to him to write a letter re- 
nouncing office, he says: ‘I certainly 
anderstood that the Queen had in some 
way led Mr. Gladstone to arrive at the 
act that my joining the Government would 
not please herr,” 

Assuming that the Queen had expressed 
such a sentiment, Mr. Labouchere says ho 
thinks it is to be regretted that he may not 
haye seen eye to cye with the Queen in all 
matters; but admits that he always regard- 
ed her as strictly constitutional. 

His interpretation of the constitution is, 
ho says, that the Queen selects the Premicr 
and leaves him a frée hand in the choice 
of colleagues. He (Labouchere) might 
or might not have accepted 
office If it had been offered. As tho thing 
is gone, he thanks heaven that, come what 


may, his head and eara aro safe 
under Queen Victoria. Radical approba- 
tion weighs more with him ‘than 


that of all the emporers empresses, kings, 
queens, lords and lickspittals in tho uni- 
verse, so that the good ship democracy sails 
prosperously into Joppa.” He says: '*I care 
not whether my berth is in the 
quarters or in the forecastle.”’ 

Continuing, he says that. although his 
friénds urged him not to refuse office he 
liked his independence, and did not like 
the trammels of office 

With reference to the Queen’s prejudice 
he says: “If the matter had been a purely 
personal one the slightest hint that a lady 
did not wish meto enjoy the privilege of 
kissing her hand would \have been sufficient, 
but in this case I think there is something 
more involved.”

A BRIDGE COLLAPSES. 


Twenty-Nine Persons Injured ina Railway 
Wreek in France, 





Panis, Aug. 24.—Farther particulars re- 
garding the railway accident on the bridge 
over the River Orb, between Beziers and 
Cessenon, show that it was due tothe neg- 
ligence of the railway company in not hay- 
ing the bridge properly inspected. lt is 
now clear that the accident was due to the 
rotten condition of the sleepers, which 
were unable to support the weight of the 
train. When the decayed sleepers gave 
way the engine ran for a short distance and 
then turned on its side, Theo carriages 
piled upon each other and made a mass of

Sweney practically refused to give the 
arbitrators any information, One member 
of the board questioned Mr. Sweney very 
closely, but nothing was elicited to guide 
the board in its action in ordering the in- 
vestigation decided Tuesday. Mr. Sweney’s 
conduct in the matter was the subject of 
much gossip about Fireman’s Hall on that 
account when the news was received there.

Joseph Hejmerle is recording secretary 
and treasurer of Buffalo Lodge No. 39, 
Switchmen’s Mutual Aid Agsociation, Hei- 
merle is one of the leaders of the switchmen. 
When Grand Master Sweney and Master 
Moriarity are engaged in other affairs 
Heimerle takes charge and directs the men. 
The Lehigh Valley Railroad officials sent 
word to § EP Morgenstern that Heimerle 
was interfering with their passenger 
trains, They were advised to swear 
out a warrant charging him with assault- 
in non-union switchmen. This they 
did. The police were ordered to look for 
Heimerle. Detectives located Heimerle and 
arrested him. Ho was taken to Superin- 
tendent Morgenstern’s office. Heimerle 
was asked if he had been assaulting any- 
body, He replied he had not. Superin- 
tendant Morgenstern told Detectives 
Jordan and Cannon to search him, 
and they found a 38-calibre revol- 
ver in his pocket. “Oh, yes, you 
are a nice lot of fellows,” said Superinten- 
dent Morgenstern to Heimerle, ‘You are 
conducting a peaceable campaign, ain't 
you? You favor the withdrawal of the 
troops, yet you go around armed to the 
teoth.”” And the head of the Police De- 
partment took seven big bullets out of 
Hormerle’s gnn and carefully put them in 
his desk.

THE HOT WAVE IN EUROPE. 


A Ralinstorm in Austria Gives Temporary 
Relief. 


Viexna, Aug, 24.—A terrific thunder- 
storm, preceded by choking clouds of dust, 
swopt over this city yesterday. Although 
creating consternation while it lasted, the 
storm had a beneficial effect, as the mercury 
fell several degrees and the inhabitants of 
the city, especially those in the poorer 
quarters, who have been the greatest suffer- 
era during the intense heat of tho last few 
days, experienced marked relief. 

At Agram, Hungary, during a military 
evolutionary march, a third of the troops 
dropped out of thé ranks overcome by the 
heat.

The Plague in Persia. 

TEHERAN, Aug. 24.—A despatch from 
Reshed, in the Province of Chilean, states 
that every day hundreds of persons are dying 
there from cholera, Reshed lies 16 miles 
from Enzellee, ita port on the Caspian Sea. 
The population of the town is about 20,000. 
Anew disease is ravaging Enzellee. It 
causes prurient swellings on the body and 
face, and the mortality resulting from it is 
very heavy. Thesame disease is causing 
many deaths at Ardabeel, a town of 
12,000 inhabitants on the Karahx Soo 
River. Both towns have been isolated. 


An Afghan Defont. 

Simxa, Aug. 24.—Adyvices from Afghanis- 
tan show that another engagement has 
occurred between the revolting Hazara 
tribesmen and a force of Afghan troops 
under command of the Governor of Canda- 
har. 

The Ameer’s army was defeated aad it is 
said they are now in a critical position and 
suffering from scarcity of food. The tribal 
levies made by the Ameer are not proving 
vory successful, the so-called loyal tribos- 
men objecting to fighting against the 
Hazaras.

Sr, Pererspuro, Aug. 24.—The official 
cholera returns show 6806 new cases and 
3429 deaths throughout Russia yesterday.

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A QUESTION OF FACT. 


The following appeared in the Washing- 
ton correspondence of the Toronto Globe, 
under date of August 23rd : 

There has never been any official state- 
ment as to what ocourred av the June con- 
ference here In Washington botween repro- 
sentatives of the Dominion Government 
and the officlals of the State Department, 
relative to the canal tolls. The following 
is the veralon which has"been approved by 
the representatives of the Government here: 
On June 3rd, Secretary Blaine and Gen. 
John W. Foster, representing the United 
States, who has alnce become Secretary of 

State; Sir Julian Pauncefote, the British 

Minister ; Hon. George Foster, Canadian 

Minister of Finance, Sir John Thompson, 

Minister of Justice, and Hon. Mackenzie 

Bowell, Minister of Oustoms, representing 

Great Britaln and the Dominfon Govern- 

ment, had a conference at the State De- 

ment with regard to the trade relations 
sween the United States and Canada. 

The maln question was, the alloged dis- 

crimination on the part of Canada against 

the United States in the matter of tolls 
on the Welland and St. Lawrence canals, 
which discrimination was he'd to be In 
violation of article 27 of the treaty of 
1871. It appears that the Dominion Goy- 
ernment Issued an order regulating the 
tolls of those canals which had been much 
cepeiced of on the part of the cltizens of 
the United States for some years ; that the 
order created a discrimination sgainat 
American lines of transportation {n the in- 
terest of Montreal and the connecting lines 
of transportation. This practice has been 
a subject of complaint to the British Minis. 
_ ter in this city {n recent years, and was one 
of the subjects considered at the conference 
of the Canadian commlssfoners here in 
Washington In February of this year. At 
that time assurance was given that the dis- 
crimination complained of would not be 
continued. t is the officlal {information 
here that the assurance was given in Feb- 
roary last by the Dominfon Ministers that 
the alleged discrimination of the Welland 
Oanal against American vessels should not 
continue. The officlals here, moreover, 
stated after the conference of Febrary, not- 
withstanding this agreement, the Oanadian 
order in Council regulating the canal tolls 
for the current year was issued after that 
conference and contained all the objection- 
able features of discrimination complained 
of In previous orders. The matter was 
again brought to the attentiog of the British 
Minister, with an intimation that the Pres- 
{dent was considering the propriety of send- 
ing a speclal message to Oongress on the 
subject. Jt was for that reason that the 
Canadian Ministera brought about the con- 
ference of last June with a view of reach- 
Ing an agreement that would obviate any 
desire on the part of the United States to 
resort to retaliatory measures, This {s the 
course of diplomacy as outlined hore, 

Commonting upon which, the Globe re- 
marke {n {ts issue of the 24th inst - 

Itistime that our Ministers at Ottawa 
broke ailence upon the question whether 
they promised that the rebates would not 
be granted during the present season, It is 
expressly charged thst such a Promise was 
made ; and our Ministers owe {t to them- 
selves and to the country to give the charge 
an explicit denial if that can be trathful y 
done. If our representatives have doliber- 
ately broken a pledge, the whole country 
has been placed in # falss~position. It fs 
Ho exsggeration to say that the national 

onor {fs involved In the answer to the 
charge, for {t is surely an essential of na- 
tlonal ss of personal honor that engage- 
ments shall not be made only to be broken, 
We sincerely trust that our Ministers will 
bo able to cloar themselves from so Injarlous 
ap imputation. . 

The Globe's adjuration to our Ministers 
to “speak now,” Is wholly unnecessary. 
“The riddle {s already read.” Several 
weeker have elapsed alnce an explicit denial 
was glvon by our Minlieters to the assertion 
which has been made as coming from 
Moasra. Blaine and Foster, The Canadian 
Ministers nuniber three to two as agalnab 
the Anierican conferees, which ought to 
settle the questlun ; but happily there {s 
another witness who can decide the question 
ab {ssne, namely the British Minister, No 
doubt, sais usual in such cases, a dally 
record was mado of the Proceedings, and it 
fs equally certain that this record will show 

that Sir Julian Pauncefote ts entirely in 
accord with the Canadian Ministers in their 
statements. 

It is not to be supposed that gentlemen 
of the standing of Mosars, Blaine and 
Foster on the one hand, or Moasrs, Bowell, 
Thompson and Foster on the other part, 
would Intentionally make a mlis-statemont. 
It fethorefore evident that the represent- 
atives of the United States made a serloue 
mistake In sopposing that our Ministers 
pledged themselves to ® course for which 
they had no authorization,

HE CAST AWAY HIS SHIP. 


The Captain of the Three Brothers Held 
for Barratry, 


Havirax, Aug. 25.—Soeveral weeks ago 
schooner Seven Brothamw, commanded by 
Warren Baker of Joddore, left here for 
Port Hood, N.S., with a cargo consisting of 
flour, paints and oils and sundry packages 
of merchandise, A fow days after leaving 
here word was received that the achooner 
had got ashore near Collins’ Harbor, White- 
head, and would be a total wreck. She 
was insured in Canadian agencies for $600 
and there was $650 on the cargo in Nova 
Scotia Marine Underwriters. Agent Capt. 
Anderson was sent to the scene of the 
disaster to arrange about the saving of the 
cargo. When he arrived at the wreck and 
inspected her, he found there was not 
more than half the quantity of flour on 
board that had been shipped, and on ques- 
tioning the captain he could get no satia- 
factory explanation. Capt. Anderson had 
what there was on board landed and sold 
forthe benefit of the underwriters and 
then returned to the city. He reported to 
the insurance officers that there appeared 
to be something crooked about tho affair, 
but there was not sufficient grounds on 
which to work up a case, 

Some days afterwards 
was received by the undorwriters 
from men on the eastern’ shore 
stating that parts of cargo of the Seven 
Brothers, principally flour, Fad been landed 
at various points on the coast between 
Jeddore and Whitehead, and it was 
rumored that ths schooner had afterwards 
been castaway. At this point Detective 
Power was engaged to work up the case and 
bring the guilty parties to justice, After 
soveral visits down the eastern shore in 
company with Captain Anderson, the de- 
tective located some of the flour and 

arrested one of the crew, who 
gaye the snap away, .telling where the 
eargo had been landed and who were in the 
ring. After some searching, Captain Baker 
was finally arrested and is now in custody. 
It is said several respectable men on the 
coast are implicated and will be brought to 
book. 

Warren Baker, captain of the Seven 
Brothers, was to-day before Stipendiary 
Griffin on a charge of breaking bulk, steal- 
ing barrels of flour and casting away the 
vessel, The matter stands over till Satur- 
day next.

2. Where these feeds have nob been pro- 
vided by the patrons, bo alter a cheese fac 
tory and equ!p it for winter butter making 
would only invite failure and create 
dissatisfaction. 

3. Aa far as practicable, milking cows 
should be kept tn stables where the tem- 
perature is comfortable,—never below 45° 
and never above 60° Fahrenheit, 

4 The ml'k from a few fresh-calved cows 
imparts such a quality to the flavor of the 
whole quantity of batter, which may be 
made in a creamery from November to 
March, as will increase its value in the 
British market by from 1 to 4 cents per 
pound. 

5. It will be a better policy to delay for 
one year the altering of a cheese factory 
and its equipment for butter making dur- 
{ng the winter, than to begin new business 
before the manufacturer and patrons are 
both quite ready to conduct {t with suc-

The Canal Question. 


Hop. Mr, Bowell Interviewed at Toronto. 

At Toronto yesterday, Hon. Mr. Bowell 
was interviewed by the Kmpie as to the 
assertion that the Canadian Ministers 
promised ab the Washington conference to 
abolish the rebate on Welland canal tolls. 

Mr. Bowell said that there was nob a 
word of truth in the statement that the 
Canadian Ministers had ever promised that 
rebates would not be granted the present 
season, The Ministers who *isited Wash- 
ington last February, namely, Sir John 
Thompson, Mr. Foster and Mr, Bowell, 
were all agreed as to this point, and were 
corroborated by Sir Julian Pauncefote, the 
British Minister, who was also present dur- 
ing the negotiations with Mr, Blaine 
and Gen. Foster. It had been stated 
after thelr return that such a promise had 
been made, and that there should be oo 
misunderstanding regarding the matter, the 
Canadian Ministers referred to {it at the 
conference which followed In June,and then 
were surprised to find that Mr. Blaine was 
of the opinion that such an agreoment had 
been arrived at. That there might be no 
mistake, however, the Oavadian Mipisters 
stated emphatically “that no such promise 
had been given. Mr. Bowell sald that it 
was unfortunate that there should have 
been avy misunderstanding, but there 
could have been no mistake on the par) of 
the Canadians, since all agreed as to what 
took place, and their recollection was en- 
dorsed by that of the British Minister. 
No arrangement was arrived at with refer- 
ence to the rebates. Tho United States 
Government contended that the Canadian 
Government was discriminating agalnab 
Americans, bub the Mivisters pointed out 
that this was nob the casc, because when 
Canadian vessels landed their grain ab 
American ports they did not receive re- 
bates, and were In consequence upon the 
same footing as Americans,

man who assaulted him. The man 
who struck Sweeney was Arthur 
Quinn of 175 Smith-street, one of the 
Nickel Plate awitchmen who went out on 
strike, As soon as Quinn was pulled away 
from Sweeney he sts arted on a run down 
Main-street, and one man atarted after him. 
Seeing that he was pursued, Quinn turned 
quickly about and shouted, “Keep back 


i there; if you follow me I'll kill you.” Then

“Quinn isa Nickel Plate switchman and 


has been thrown out of a job by the strike.

“Tt is the first time in the history of the 
order that an officer has been assaulted,”

The Crown, it ts sald, granted a 
small plot near Gwynofynydd in December 
laa to a gold-prospecting Company, with a 
capital of £500, and during the alx months 
endiog midsummer, they are sald to have 
distributed £6,000 as the result of thelr ef- 
forie, being a return of 1,200 per cent, on 
thelr Investment. 

The Ohannel Beidge & Railway Company 
have modified their plans, A new route bas 
been adopted wh'ch will considerably shorb- 
en the distance, The number of plers In 
the proposed bridge will bo reduced from 
121 to 72, and the space Increased in size to

The time 
requlred for the completion of the bridge 
would be seven years, four of which would 
be ocoupled by operations In the sea, The 
total cost of conatruction and Interest till 
traffic could be opened Is estimated at £32, -

(Frem the St, Louis Republic ] 

The following clippings are copled word 
for word as they appeared in the British 
papers of the dates named : 

London Morning Herald, March 11, 
1801: On the 11th of last month a person 
sold at the market cross In Ohapel en la 
Firth a wife, a child and some beggar's 
furnijure for 11 shillings. 

London Morning Herald, Aprif 10, 1802: 
A butcher sold his wife by auction on last 
markeb day at Hereford. She brought £1 
4s. and a bow! ot punch. 

Annual Register, February 14, 1806: 
A man named John Gassthorpe exposed his 
wife for sale in the market at Hall, but 
owing to the crowd which such an extra- 
ordinary occurrence had brought together 
he was obliged to take her away and defer 
the sale. However, he brought her out 
again in the evening and she was sold for 
twenty guiness to a person by the name of 
Houseman. 

Morning Post, October 10, 1807: One 
of those disgraceful scenes took pace ab 
Knaresborough, * * * A man brought 
his wife, equipped in the usual way, and 
sold her for sixpence and a quid of tobacco.

Killed by a Mosquito. 

A man recently died in Bellevue Hospl- 
tal, New York, ssaresult of a mosyuito 
bite. While the case fsa very unusual one, 
{o 1s nob unprecedented. The mosquito 
had absorbed the microbe of a dangerous 
disease, which it transmitted to the patient 
in the biting process. A fatal case of men- 
Ingitis was developed asa result. _ 

The bacillus of anthrax is the sclentific 
name of the poisonous germ In this In- 
stance, The patient was Peter Kennedy, 
sixty-nine years old, and he was bitten on 
the left cheek by the morquito, ‘*The case 
fs avery interesting ope,” sald Dr, De 
Laney, the senior surgeon ab Bellevue ; 
**but {t ls not an isolated case of death re- 
sulting from the bite of a mosquito. Such 
oases are rare, bub there are several clearly 
defined ones. Anthrax Is a disease of cattle. 
When we know that mosquitos feed on 
dead horses there is nothing remarkable In 
in thelr absorbing the disease gorms of 
baclilus or anthrax which are germioated In 
the patrifylog flesh. After the mosquito 
has absorbed the bacliJl or polsonous 
ptomalnes, {t Is not remarkable for them to 
transnitted to the haman system. The 
germs multiply rapidly and soon extend to 
nearly all parts of the body."

It was that fact that took 
the fire out of this young man of the text, 
Storm and exposure will wear out any 
man’s life in time, but hunger makes quick 
work, The most awful cry ever heard on 
earth is the cry for bread. 

A traveller tells us that in Asia Minor 
there are trees which bear fruit looking 
very much like the long bean of our ‘time.

It soon became kuown that he had 
selected as private adlyisec and probably 
Under-Secretary for Ireland George 
Fottrel, & nan) whose influence in Irish 
affairs has long beea recoenized by both 
English and Irish leaders Mr. Fottrel 
stands so well with the Nationalists that 
his reported oppoiitmont as Under Scere- 
tary was hailod with general aclight, as the 
advent of a gonuine lrish admioistration— 
seahog the end of the obnoxious Castle 
domination. The Irish leaders will be 
satisfied if Mr, Fottrel is appointed. 

Regardiug the Home Rale bill, The Lon- 
don Chronicle's travesty of the result of the 
negotiations between Mr. Gladstone and 
the McCarthyites ia not deemed 
worthy of notice by the Irish party.

Amongst other respects in which the 
United States Is the most notable country 
in the world, it has attained notoriety as 
haying more murders committed within Its 
borders than has any other civilized country 
In the world, On this subject the Oswego 
Palladium said {n a recent Issue : 

**The Census Bureau has issued a bulletin 
which gives the statistics of murders in the 
United States In 1590. It may well be!m- 
agined that the subject is not an attractive 
one. It might be a pleasing subject In one 

sense at least, if fewer murders ocourred In 
the United States than In other countries. 

“The subject, however, is an appalling 
one when the number of homicides which 
take place in one year Js taken into consid- 
eration, Tho statistics show that of 82,829 
prisoners In penal inatitutions, 7,357 were 
charged with homicide. This means that 
’ there sre 117 murderers to avery 1,000,000 

{nhabltants, The statistics published in 
1880 show that the average was conaldera- 
bly smaller then. The tendency to kill 
seems to be on the Increase, 

“It {sa common theory that drink Js 
‘responsible for the majority of murders. 
The statiatica of the Census Bureau do not 
bear out this view. On the contrary {t ap 
pears thatthe majority of murderers are 
Not social in their habits and are not given 
to drink. 

“The statistics of murder in the United 
States afford one bit of information which 
courte and lawmakers will do well to heed. 
The United States {s the habitat of the 
murderer. There are more deeds of blood: 
shed committed In this country than in any 
other nation classed as olvilized. 1 seems 
to be true that ‘The whole great nation 
loves the amell of blood.’ 

“This carnival of murder {s largely to be 
attributed to the laxity of the courts. The 
penalty of murder Is not exacted often 
enough. There are too many loopholes for 
the escape of the alayer of his brother man. 
The law too often allows the gullty man to 
“escape. 

“When the laws are properly enforced, 
when ft fs certain that convicted murderers 
will be compelled to pay the penalty, the 
number of homicides will diminish, and 
not till then.”

Inoculation for Cholera. 

New York, Aug. 27.—Medical men in 
this city are greatly interested an a new 
treatment of cholera discovered at the Pas- 
teur Institute in Paris, and in case the epi- 
demio continues to spreed the treatment 
will be tested by New York experts. Of 
this treatment, which ia analogous to that 
employed by Jenner in smallpox, and by 
Pasteur in hydrophobia, Dr, Holfkine, 
who has been atudying at the Pasteur In- 
stitute for some years, claims to be the dis- 
coverer. He is confident the inoculatory 
method will do for cholera what it has 
already done for smallpox and hydrophobia, 

Ho has used cholerie vaccine upon sever- 
alanimals with the result that none of 
them have died, while of those animals 
subjected to the poisonous virus and nob 
inoculated all have died. 

After his experiments with rabbits, gui- 
nea pigs and pigeons had proved success+ 
ful Dr. Hoffkine injected into himself some 
attenuated virus of cholera and stated that 
the resultant symptoms were a slight ele-

Highting the Plague on the Continent, 

Berrin, Aug. 29. —Dolegates from all the 
Fedoral States held a conference at the 
Home Office Satarcday on the subject of the 
cholera. The president ot the police re- 
ported that not a single case of Asiatic 
cholera had yet been certified to in Berlin, 
Statements were ‘read from Dr, Koch and 
Councillor Rants with a general report 
covering the whole health condition of 
Germany. Both the statements and the 
report were reassaring, although Prof, 
Koch thinka that tho worst period of the 
epidemic in Hamburg and Altona has not 
yet passed. 

The authorities of Hamburg and Altona 
are blamed for concealing the presence 
of the disony. Tho firat outbreak oo- 
curred in Hamburg as far back as 
August 14, and at Altona Angust 19. 
During a whole week vessels left Hamburg 
under clear bills of health, although the 
authoritiés Khow the epidemic was steadily 
growing worse. The Imperial health office, 
recognizing the value of the utmost publicity, 
is making arrangements to publish daily o 
health record of Berlin and other centres, 
reporting all cases of cholera and the kin- 
dred disease.  Diarrahwal disorders and 
dysentery, which are rather rife there and 
which are apt to alarm people, will havethe 
especial attention of the doctors, 

Mr. Edwards, the Amorican Consul Gen- 
eral here, has taken tho necessary steps to 
keep theState Department at Washingtonin- 
formed of the situation throughout Germany. 
The health officer promises to furnish him 
with all the information he receives. Mr. 
Charles F. Johnson, the consul at Hamburg, 
was visiting Berlin with his family, when 
he learned that Hamburg had been at- 
tacked. Heatonce returned to his post, 
Scrupulous care is now taken at Hamburg. 
The inspection is extending not to emi- 
grants alone, but to the crews of vessels 
and all passengers, ‘To-night’s advices 
leayo every populous place in Germany free 
from Asiatic cholera, except Hamburg, 
where Prof, Koch’s predictions regarding 
the spread of the disease are being fulfilled. 
The plague has now spread over the whole 
city and to the suburbs. A doctor witha 
number of assistants has left Berlin to assist 
the Hamburg physicians. The ambulance 
service and the means for the rapid burial 
of the victims have been greatly augment- 
ed. The exodus of tho wealthier Hamburg 
families is now proceeding on a largo scale, 
Many merchants would close their shops, 
but are prevented through fear of adding to 
the public depression, which wants but 
little to become absolute panic. While 
many have fled othor prosperous citizens 
are doing much personally and through 
agents to relicve families who have been 
atricken, or who are menaced through want 
of nourishing tood. Donations of. food, 
disinfecables and medicanients are 
plentiful. Brandy, in which the 
mass of the people believe, despite 
the doctors’ opinions to the contrary, is 
supplied gratuitously, though in small 
doses, at many places. Never in the history 
of Hamburg has the hand of charity Leen 
80 open. 

The people of Berlin talk of forming an 
absolute cordon around Hamburg, Altona 
and the mouths of the Elbe. This-isa 
cowardly and panicky idea and would be a 
merciless restriction upon those within the 
cholera sphere, while in official Opinion it 
would be ineffective 

A sharp watch is kept upon cases ocour- 
ring in Hungary and Austria. A number

Crushed 
to death, they were swept over by a rag 
ing fire that burned out many timber 
supports aud their arms, legs and 
heads, that had not been protected by the 
fallen earth, were horribly burned. The 
rescuers are divided into relays. It is im- 
possible for apy of the volunteers to work 
for any length of timo, as the tine is filled 
with afterdamp. It is thought that the 
bodies of the men who wore working in the 
inner recesses of the mino will never be 
recovered.

About the Cholera, 
(Cuawa Culizcn, ) 

Tho rapid westward march of the cholera 
{n Europe has somewhat Increased the pos 
sibility of te spread to America, although 
with the improved disinfecting appliances 
about to be introduced at the Grosse Isle 
quarantine the danger of {ts Introduction 
via the St. Lawrence ls reduced almost to 
the certainty of fmmunity. In view of the 
outbreak at Hamburg further Instructions 
have been Issued by the Department here 
to its officials at Grosse Isle to exercise the 
utmost vigilance in regard to all tncoming 
vessels, There are in all nine quarantine 
stations in the Dominion, namely, Grosse 
Isle, Halifax, St. John, N.B., Oharlotte- 
town, P. E. I., Sydney, Plotou, Port 
Hawkesbury, N.S., Ohatham, N.B., Vic 
torla, B.O., and Matane, Que, The sta 
tlons at Victorla and Groase Isle are, of 
course, the more Iimportan) ones, and 
these are now eqalpped with the latest dis- 
infecting appliances. 

Cholera first made its appearance In this 
country in 1882, breaking out in a lodging 
house for immigrants on Ohamplalo street, 
Quebec, on June 8 of that year. 1b was 
brought by the Sb. Lawrence steamer 
Voyageur. From there {bt spread rapidly 
and carried off about 4,000 of the tnhabi 
tants. The same steamer carried che dis- 

to Montreal, where In three days one 
hundred victims lay buried in the Roman 
Catholic barylng ground of St. Antoine. 
There also there were over 4,000 victime, 
and they were buried In trenches ten feet 
wide and over one hundred feed long. 
Several of sach trenches were tilled. 

In 1834 it agaln appeared ab Queboo, 
being Introduced by an immigrant ship, on 
which many had died during the voyage. 

In 1849 1b appeared tn New York, where 
it carried off over 5,000 souls, and entered 
Canada by way of Kingston, about the end 
of May. Some cases also appeared fn Que- 
bec and Montreal during the month of 
July and from there {t spread all over Oan- 
ada, the rtality depending on the pre- 
baci load elenguren which had been taken. 
Ib lasted about four and one-half months. 

The fourth and last appearance of chol- 
era wed In 1851, when Quebec was again 
the port of entrance, on the 20th of June. 
lb appeared in Montreal two days later, 
where In three months |b caused the death 
of 1,186 persons. It reached Kingston by 
the 25th of June, and followed the path 
taken by the Immigrants to Toronto, Ham- 
ilton and the districts west, and during the 
following three months caused the death of 
3,486 persons, according to the reports of 
the contral board of health, This was the 
mildest visitation of all those mentioned, 

The possibility of the reappearance of 
cholera tn this country, no matter how re- 
moto soever be the contingency, ls one that 
{tis well to be prepared for, Ib Is the 
creation of uncleaniinoss and the best pre 
cantion In the municipality as in the hocse- 
hold ts perfeot cleanliness,

The Trade Returns. 


A Highly Encouraging Statement for July. 

Orrawa, Aug. 26.—The trade returns 
for the first month of the fiscal year are as 
encouragiog as those of any month during 
the year just closed. The exports for Jaly 
show an increase of nearly one milllon dol- 
lars. In July, 1891-92, the exports were 
valued at $11,781,124, and Jast month at 
$12,717,850. 

in regard to the impor's, the Customs 
Department, commencing with the present 
fiscal year, is for the. fired time tn- 
cluding the returns from British Colum- 
bia In the monthly statement. The 
organization of thls branch of the public 
service on the Pacific coast Is just as com- 
plete and thorough as in any other province 
of the Dominion, and as mall communica- 
tion wlth British Columbia {s made in half 
the tlme that {tb was seven or elght years 
ago, and the customs returns are sent for- 
ward promptly, there is no reason now why 
they shouli not sppear in the monthly 
statement. The imports for last month 
totalled $9,645,262, as against $9,807,615 
in July of last year, while the duty collect 
ed amounted to $1,702,088, as agaiost $1,- 
616,900 last year. The increased duty Is 
doubtless due to the faclusion of the British 
Columbia returns.

Moasures in England. 


Lonpor, Aug If all the deaths that 
aro being reported from Asiatic cholera are 
true there is no doubt of Great Britain's 
having a visitation of the dread scourge 
From Gravesend, Swansea, Glasgow and 
Dundee, towns in England, Scotland and 
Walos, reports come of deaths from the 
disease, showing that all the offorts of the 
health officials to Reep it out of the country 
have proved fruitloss 

This afternoon it was reported thata 
yerson had died from Asiatic cholera in 

Solton, the large manufacturing town which 
lies 12 miles northwest of Manchester. The 
slace is ono of the principal seate of the 
Bnglish cotton manufactures and thousands 
of mill employes live there, 

The permission given by the health 
officials at Middlesborough for the landing 
of the crew of the steamor Gama from 
Hamburg promises to have most acrious re- 
sults. The vessel was placed in quarantine 
after one of the crew had been attacked by 
cholera, but in the meantime a number of 
the ship’s company had departed for ther 
homes. Six of them went to Dundee, 
among othera Walker, the engineer of the 
Gama. Shortly after bis arrival there he 
was taken sick and died in a fow 
hours, : 
says thore ia no doubt that his death was 
due to cholera, 

Steps were at once taken by the health 
officers to isolate the other five of the crew 
in Dundee and the rest in Aberdeen. 

Another member of the Gama’s crew 
who went to South Shields to-day was 
found to be suffering from cholera. 

A sailor arrived at Swansea from Cork 
to-day. He was found to bo suffering from 
cholera and was immediately removed to 
the cholera hospital.

The Local Government Board to-night | 


issued regulations requiring ship owners 
under heavy penalties to retain aboard ship 
all foreign immigrants who are unable to 
inform the port medical officer to watch 
them until all danger of cholera is passed. 
No immigrant ina aichy condition will be 
allowed to land until all the sanitary rega- 
lations are complied with, The order will 
be rigidly executed. It will not interfere 
with emigrants in transit across England 
en route for America. 
Gravesend Excited, 
A steamer peleniene to the 
pany as the orita has 
uarantine at Cuxhaven on the Elbe, 
ie a week, owing to two deaths 
from cholera having occurred on board of 
her. This steamer is expected to arrive at 
Gravesend to-night with a large number of 
poor immigrants The inhabitants of 
Graveasnd are awaiting her arrival with 
much apprehension.

a holiday resort. Immense crowds of excur- j 


sionists from London visit the place. ~ The 
sanitary eystem of the town is antiquated 
and will prove an excellent factor in spread- 
ing the disease, 

Cholera has spread to a 
paburbs of Hamburg. 
ported at Bremen, two at Hall in Prus- 
sian Saxony, and several cases at Feryer, 
near Magdeburg. 

Cholera has also reached Mery, in Turk- 
estan, and a panic provails there, 

Sixty new cases and 24 deaths were reo- 
ported at Hayre yesterday. 

A stoker belonging to the steamer 
Urania from Hamburg has died from chol- 
era at Amsterdam. 

At Cronstadt, Russie, three cases and 
one death were reported. 

Seven cholera patients are in the hospi-

tal at Antwerp, some of them are in a geri-:; 


ous condition. Only two now cases have 
been reported since Friday. 

The official cholora returns from all in- 
fected districts in Russia show that on 
Friday 4767 new cases and 3234 deaths 
werereported. In St. Petersburg yester- 
day 125 new cases wero reported, while the 
deaths numbered 15, 

Complaints are being made at Southamp- 
ton that in view of the danger of infection 
to trans-Atlantic and 
well as to the ports the authorities are not 
taking adequate precautions to guard 
against cholera. Fishing vessels arriving 
from infected ports such as Havre enter 
Southampton without inspection. 

Thirteen cholera patients have been ad- 
mitted to the hospital at Bremen. Five of 
the cases were certified to as Asiatic chol- 
era. One patient died 

The official cholera statistics of Hamburg 
place the number of new cases on Saturday 
at 435 and the number of deaths at 145, Oa 
Sunday and up to neon today 148 new 
casos had developed, with 67 deaths. 

A dispatch from Viadikavkas, capital of 
the Government of Terek, Russia, says that 
every town and village in the Government 
is affected with cholera

were reported from noon Saturday to

Auother great epidemic commenced in 
India iu April, 1885, aod by railroads and 
steamboats travvlod widely, reaching Italy, 
England avd France, aud passing from 
Havre to America, where it preyed upon the 
jopulation in almost every quarter of the 
Gitited States. 

Siuce that time the plague has been kept 
olf this continent by strict quarantine, The 
climax of another duodocennial period came 
about 1889-00 aud cholera bas begn active 
{fu Asia and Europe, especially during the 
past year. It has found Russia a famiue 
tried country and ready prey fur its devas- 
lations and it bas reached several ports 
from which casy communication is to be had 
with this continent, 

Cholera At Toronto In ‘32, 

The exigencies of Canada called into ex- 
istence laws for protecting the public health. 
The emigration which came in by way of 
the 8t., Lawrence croated /an | ever-present 
danger. to the health of the colony. The 
long ocean pnssage, principally by sailing 
Vousels, and the wretched condition of many 
of the immigrants occasioned the frequent 
fotroduction of pestilential disoases, amongst 
which typhus, or sbip fever, and cholera 
were the most common. 

This is illustrated in the report to the 
Legislature of the York (Toronto) Hospital 
and Dispensary, dated York, Noy.) 19, 1832, 
which is as folluws;

Deaths amongst these people were so com- 
mon from every cause that no special record

Porsia, or occasionally from the shoros of the 
Moditerraneao, it is of interest to learo 
sometbing of the ravages it bas been 
capable of oreauing eveu in this northern 
climate during the warm weatber of summer, 
which alone makes its ravagos _ ble.’

Cholera bad then, in October, reached Eng- 
land via Hamburg in the person of sailors, 
which resulted in the city of London voting 
an allowance for ita first medical beath off- 
cor, Dr, Butherland, at £500 per annum to 
superintend the health of the metropolis and 
for recommending moans for the public 
safoty Che Governmont sent Dre Grainger 
and Ayresto Hamburg to iovestigate the

On June 1, 1849, The British American 
Journal says: “Cholera bas appeared in 

ew York, Cincinnati and Cuicago A

The cholera was abating in Mopvtreal by 
Sept. 5. Sept. 11 there are stilla few cases 
of cholera in Toronto. To date there have 
been 745 cases and 449 deaths. 

By Sept. 22 cholera had disappeared from 
Quebeo, there having boon 1047 deaths there 
during the epidemic. The deaths in New 
York per 1000 in the three epidemics are 
givon below: 1832, 15.7 per 1000; 1834, 3.6 
per 1000; 1549, 11 35 per 1000, 

With the advent ofthe autumn cholera 
disappeared from the province and did not 
reappear until 1854. fs prevalence along 
the valley of the Nississippi ond in Great 
Britain in 1843 made its reappearance in 1849 
to be feared, and the province seems to have 
been fairly well prepared for it. 

A proclamation establishing under the act 
of 1849 a central board of health is dated 
Quebec, July 20, 1854, declaring said act of 
1849 to be in force in the province and to 
continue in force for and during the period 
of six calendar montbs. 


Io Other Places in Canada, 


The city of Hamilton suffered, however, 
soverely, a very notable number of deaths 
having occurred. Ou the 19th of July 93 
deaths occurred in Hamilton, while about 
the same time 56 deaths occurred daily in 
Moutreal, whilo by ist August &32 deaths 
bad occurred im Montreal. Domiciliary 
visita were then carried out regularly, and 
people under penalty were required to report 
cases. Cholera was very prevalent this year 
in Bt. John, New Brunswick, On August 
26th 23 deaths occurred id Hamilton hos- 
pital alone. 

The following are some newspaper com- 
mounts of the time; 

“Ita judicious expenditure, of £1000 hada 
been made last spring by, the Loraute cor:

Ready for an Emergency. 


How the Duchess of Abercorn Brought Two 
Voters to the Polls. 

The best story of the general election 
comes from Ireland and Is told by the Bel- 
fest Telegraph on ‘‘most reliable author- 
ity.” In the Newtonstewart distriot of 
North Tyrone, in which Lord Frederick 
Hamilton, brother of the First Lord of the 
Admiralty, and also of the Duke of Aber- 
corn, defeated the Rey. Prof. Dougherty, 
by only 49 votes, 1b was ascertained ab 6 on 
the evenlng of the polllog day that two In- 
valid Unionist voters were unpolled. Every 
available vehicle suitable for the purpose 
had been pressed into service, and Lord 
Frederick's gent was ina dilomma, know- 
Ing that the fight would be an extremely 
close one. 

At length It was decided to send a mes- 
senger to Baronscourt, where the Duke and 
Dachess of Abercorn are at present staying, 
After considering the situation, Her Grace 
with a woman's readiness of resource, sug- 
gested that two farm horees ploughing in a 
field close by, should be requisittoned, and 
the great State coach used by the Jate Duke 
when Lord Lieutenant of Ireland should 
be pressed into service. The hcrses were 
brought in, the coach wheeled out, and 
then {t was discovered that there was no 
harness. Women’s wit, however, again 
came to the rescue, and with the allver- 
mounted state harness which ornamented 
the mantle plece of one of the prinolpal 
apartments in the castle, the equipage was 
ready to start. 

But all the difficulties had not been sur- 
mounted yet. There was no one bat the 
Dake to drive, and the law was too plain 
on the subject of peers tak!ng part in eleo 
tlons. The law, however, sald nothing 
about peeresses, and the Duchess, seelp 
the state of affai-s, at once volantea 
her services, mounted the dickey and 
drove off amld the cheers of the assembled 
servants, The first man was polled at 6,60 
o'clock, and ab 757 the second man, al- 
though he lived over four miles distant 
from the polling station, was brought into 
the booth and his vote recorded,

Extensive measures haye been taken by 
the East End hospitals to meet any do- 
mand in the event of an extensive outbreak.

The sanitary authorities have in no wise 
relaxed their vigilance. Every day the 
lodging houses are subjected toa rigid in-

Considerable uneasiness is felt here bo- 
cause of the knowledge that cholera has 
certainly obtained «a footing in London, 
and in one of the worst placesin which it 
could appear. Notwithstanding the quar- 
antine that has been established people 
from Hamburg are allowed to land and the 
result of this is shown by the fact that two 
new cusea of cholera have occurred in the 
City-road, London, The victims arrived 
yesterday on the steamship Peregrine from 
Hamburg. They showed no symptoms of 
the disease and were permitted to land, 
They proceeded to their homes, and to day 
the disease appeared.

She Is Found In the Streets Tiressedl In

For Work—Thore is a Suspicion That

New Youk, Aug. 31.—A startling fl glit 
of faucy was indulged in by Lizzie Ben:lorf 
in the hours verging on Sunday morning 
last. What she did seems to! have consti 





tuted prima facie evidence of insanity, for 
the authorities have given her a plave in 
Bellevue Insanity Pavilion, pending the 
verdict of specialists as to the exact quality 
of her wits. ~ 

The woman was first brought to the atten. 
tion of the publio by Officer Tinney of the 
Twenty-second-street squad. While pa 
trolling his beat on First-avenue late Satur- 
day night he was attracted by a curious- 
looking biped in masculine garb, but 
decidedly feminine in face and form. It 
wore baggy soersucker trousers that flapped 
in the breeze and a jumper of the ‘long- 
shoreman stamp. Onutside was a thread- 
baro alpaca coat that threatened to go 
tebog aning down the delicate sloping 
shoulders. 

On the woman’s feet were big cowhide 
brogaus that went flippity flop and awaken- 
ed noisy reverberations aoe the deserted 
pavements, Her hat was a dilapidated 
species of the derby, and rested unnatur- 
ally upon the wearers shoulders. The 
attire was striking, but not becoming. The 
woman herself—what was to be seen of her 
—appeared to be a good-looking blonde, 
apparently about 30 years old. She bore 
evidences of belonging to the hard-working 
class. Her hands were hard and muscular 
and her figure spare and short. 

When asked to account for herself the 
woman replied that she ‘‘was out looking 
for work.” When taken before Justice 
Taintor, at the Yorkville Police Court, she 
said that her husband had come home 
drunk and abused her. When he went out 
later she had put on his working clothes 
and left the house in search of employment. 

The fair masquerader was remanded to 
Sort Blake of the Society of Charieties 
and Correction, According to that officer 
she was a pitiable object. There was a 
suspicion of the inebriating cup about 
her voice- and manner. She wore her 
hair ‘‘dressed high,” according to Supt. 
Blake, and appeared willing to divulge 
more to him than she had previously 
told. She stated that she was a 
Baltimorean and had lived out as a domes- 
tic. She had been ont of work for two 
weeks, A week ago, while walking in Cen 
tral Park, 1 man had offered her a home 
with him until sho got another ition: 
She went tolive with him, and further than 
that she would not commit herself. 

The woman was detained for examination 
astoher sanity. At Belleyue Hospital, 
where she was then taken, she was uncom- 
municative. Apparently she was rational, 

uiet and well-behaved. It was only to 
br. Stuart Douglas that she would speak 
of herself at all. When the subject of her 
conduct Saturday night was broached she 
suddenly atfected a befogged expression 
and seemed to be all at sea. She 
did not know where she had lived, 
nor could she recall the name of the man 
she lived with. She had forgotten whether 
or not she kept house for him, and did not 
know whether he bad done the cooking or 
whether the meals had been brought ip 
from a restaurant. The doctor believed all 
this was affected. 

The woman was examined at 4 o'clock 
yesterday afternoon by Dr. Allen Fitch 
and Dr. Matthew D. Field. Their decision 
has not yet been arrived at owing to their 
doubt of the woman's veracity and her 
seemingly sane conduct. 

The man involved has not yet put in an 
appearance in quest of his clothes.

MeWharter came to California about 
eight years ago from Tennesseo, He was 
Deputy Commissioner from Tennessee for 
the New Orleans Fair, and was a popular 
Nashville lawyer. In Fresno he divided 
his time between 
ism. His editorials against corrupt 
Oliticians in Fresno were very 
itter, and two years ago he oxposed 
delinquencies of several county officers, but 
the grand jury refused to indict. Mc- 
Wharter then organized the Cleveland men 
in the county and beat the Hill forces in 
the last Democratic State Convention held 
‘in Fresno. 

To Superior Court Judge Harris, who 
spoke disparagingly of him, McWharter re- 
cently senta letter characterizing him as a 
coward and offering the satisfaction of a 
gentleman, but Har failed to accept the 
challenge. 

About three months ago McWharter had 
his life insured for about $50,000, and he 
said frequently that ho believed his politi- 
cal enemies would not hesitate to have him 
put out of the way, He went armed, but 
said he did not expect to be attacked 
openly.
